Supervisors, ACT UP, GLAAD and 
Other Activists Protest at KSFO Offices

Responding to continuing AIDS- 
phobic and homophobic broad¬ 
casts, over 100 protesters - includ¬ 
ing San Francisco Supervisors Tom 
Ammiano, Carole Migden, and Sue 
Bierman - picketed the offices of 
Bay Area radio station KSFO on 
February 3. 

The Friday morning demonstration was 
spearheaded by ACT UP/Golden Gate, 
GLAAD, Mobilization Against AIDS, The 
AIDS Policy Project, and Project Inform. 
KSFO is one of several Bay Area broadcast¬ 


ing ventures owned by the media giant ABC 
(American Broadcasting Company). 

At the center of the current controversy is 
J. Paul Emerson, a star attraction in KSFO’s 
conservative “HotTalk” format. Emerson’s 
daily broadcasts consist almost wholly of 
bigoted epithets. For example, he has 
referred to gay men as “sick butt humpers” 
and describes Japanese Americans as “rotten 
and filthy.” 

Most recently, Emerson used the public 
airwaves to call for the imprisonment of per¬ 
sons with AIDS, and he has repeatedly made 
false claims about how HIV is transmitted. 
Emerson insists that HIV is an airborne con¬ 
tagion, and he warns his listeners that gay 
people are purposely spreading the virus and

Nine-Year-Old 
Murder Trial Begins

Prosecutors intend to show that devil worship 
and animal sacrifice figured prominently in the 
actions of a 26-year-old man now on trial for the 
1985 murder of a gay San Francisco resident. 
Robert Anderson is on trial in Department 27 of 
San Francisco Superior Court, after confessing to 
police that he called on Satan to help him as he 
murdered 62-year-old Jack Greisman nearly a 
decade ago. 

Greisman was found stabbed to death on May 
13, 1985 in his apartment at 2530 39th Avenue. 
His murder remained unsolved until 1993, when 
San Francisco police obtained fingerprints of 
criminals and suspects in the New Hampshire 
region. When they were given a routine run 
through the department’s Automated Fingerprint 
Identification System computer system, a match 
was found for prints collected at the Greisman 
murder scene. 

Anderson, 27, was arrested in New Hampshire 
in 1993 and charged with murder. 

According to District Attorney Bill Fazio, who 
is prosecuting the case, Anderson told police 
detectives that he met Greisman at a transit stop 
and went with Greisman to his house for the night. 

In the morning, according to Fazio’s succinct 
opening statement to the jury, Anderson told 
detectives that he found upon waking that 
Greisman had wanted to “wrestle in the nude and 
that he didn’t want to do it.” 


Anderson then told the inspectors that while he 
was “checking out” the murder victim he was hav¬ 
ing a conversation with the devil and “asking 
Satan to help me.” 

Coroner’s photographs detail numerous stab 
wounds to Greisman’s chest, as well as other 
wounds and injuries. 

Anderson’s identification with Satanic worship 
was so intense that he had the Satanic symbol 666 
tattooed on his forehead and right arm, Fazio 
noted. 

In a surprise move, Anderson’s public defender 
Doug Rappaport reserved the defense’s right to 
hold its opening statement, and the trial has pro¬ 
ceeded. 

Fazio also told the Bay Area Reporter that 
Andersen’s fingerprints were found in Greisman’s 
stolen car, which was recovered in Long Beach, 
California a week after his murder, and on various 
items found in the car that had been taken from the 
crime scene. 

Rappaport declined to comment on the trial for 
the record. 

On the opening day of the trial, Superior Court 
Judge Barbara J.R. Jones denied the B.A.R.’s 
request to photograph the defendant or trial 
because of “objections by parties.” 

The Bay Area Reporter was unable to clarify 
the reasons for the denial at press time. 

The trial is expected to last five days. 

If convicted, Anderson faces life in prison 
without the possibility of parole. ▼

Jan Streck, a woman of 
small stature from Rapid City, 
South Dakota, produced a 
whirlwind of activity at San 
Francisco City Hall Monday, 
February 6 when she met with 
Supervisor Angela Alioto prior 
to the day’s session and then 
spoke before other supervisors 
in chambers. 

Streck had come to the city 
to try to increase attention to the 
still-unsolved murder of her 
son, Tony Ray. 

Alioto promptly introduced 
a resolution calling for an 
increase in reward money on 
the case from $ 10,000 to 
$25,000. 

Eschewing publicity earlier, 
Alioto met privately with the 
mother and sister of the young 
man who was gunned down on 
Polk Street last March 24 - in 
front of witnesses - and in 
whose case no arrest has been 
made. 

Alioto barred television and 
press cameras from her office. 
She also did not admit the Bay 
Area Reporter while Streck was 
present. Ray’s sister, Jana 
Declerq of Twenty-Nine Palms, 
joined her mother in meetings 
here and in emotional testimony 
before the Board of 
Supervisors. 

Streck had written to Alioto 
when she was president of the 
board of supervisors, and Alioto 
responded to her concerns 
warmly at the time, and again in 
the public meeting that fol¬ 
lowed their private session. 

“We’ll do everything we 
can,” she assured the slain 
young man’s mother, calling 
her experience “the ultimate 
nightmare.” 

Streck told the Supervisors 
in the public session she had not 


seen her son since 
Thanksgiving, 1987, and 
acknowledged, “I never knew 
him as an adult.” 

She held up a photo of Ray 
and said, “This was my son two 
years ago.” She then held up a 
mailed envelope designed to 
hold the ashes of a cremated 
person, and said, “This was my 
son 11 months ago, delivered to 
me by the post office. 

“He had a good heart,” she 
said, “but that was stopped with 
one bullet.” 

“I’m willing to call a hearing 
to inquire into the investigation 
of the murder,” Supervisor 
Carole Migden told the Bay 
Area Reporter at the beginning 
of the meeting after Johnson 
had introduced her to Streck 
and the three chatted briefly. 

She said she would look into 
the cost of the investigation, and 
whether witnesses have been 


questioned and whether conclu¬ 
sions have been drawn. 

Steve Stevens, Ray’s former 
lover and Robert Durham, a for¬ 
mer co-worker, also asked the 
supervisors to act. 

They were joined by Gary 
Johnson, who heads an infor¬ 
mal but vocal group known as 
“friends of Tony Ray.” Johnson, 
who brought Streck to the city, 
said there were 15 eyewitnesses 
to the slaying and no composite 
drawing. He said he would 
press for a grand jury investiga¬ 
tion. More than one person 
could identify Ray’s assailant, 
Johnson contended, but they 
“feared for their lives.” 

Others going to bat on behalf 
of Ray and his mother were 
Lester Olmstead-Rose of 
Citizens United Against 
Violence (CUAV) and Wylie 
Carson of the Golden Gate 
Metropolitan Church. T

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Shanti, SFAF, AHP Streamline

Three of San Francisco’s 
larger HIV service organiza¬ 
tions recently announced they 
are consolidating services. The 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation 
(SFAF), Shanti Project, and the 
AIDS Health Project (AHP) 
said they would integrate a 
number of programs to make 
service delivery more efficient. 
The new “HIV Services 
Partnership” will centralize 
intake and coordinate services 
among the three organizations. 

According to Rene Durazzo, 
deputy director for programs at 
SFAF, the purpose of the 
Partnership is to make the sys¬ 
tem more accessible to clients. 
“We may be able to save money, 
but the jury is still way out on 
that,” said Durazzo. “The col¬ 
laboration is for clients’ needs.” 

By centralizing intake, 
clients who register with any 
one of the agencies can be 


immediately registered with the 
others. According to many 
clients, registering again and 
again at agencies around the city 
is one of the most frustrating 
parts of the current system. 

The organizations will also 
share resources in what they call 
a multidisciplinary, team 
approach. AHP staff members 
will work out of SFAF to offer 
emotional support to SFAF 
clients, and SFAF will work 
with Shanti to offer benefits 
counseling to the homebound. 
“We used to refer clients to the 
other agencies,” said Durazzo. 
“This really formalized our rela¬ 
tionships.” 

While the agencies have 
worked together in the past to 
offer services, their efforts 
toward consolidation were 
spurred on by a new policy at 
the Department of Public 
Health’s AIDS Office. The 
AIDS Office is responsible for 
administering city contracts to 


HIV service agencies and in 
recent years, as the number of 
contracts has grown, the job of 
administering those contracts 
has become overwhelming. 

In order to streamline, the 
AIDS Office asked agencies to 
consolidate into partnerships 
and apply for contracts together. 
SFAF, AHP and Shanti, apply¬ 
ing as a partnership with SFAF 
as the fiscal agent, received a 
grant of $1.3 million to provide 
social and mental health support 
services. 

Durazzo said that more part¬ 
nerships can be expected in the 
years to come. Central to their 
development will be the Ryan 
White Planning Council, the 
agency that administers the $40 
million in federal funds that 
flow into San Francisco each 
year. Only with a commitment 
from planning council will part¬ 
nerships become an integral 
part of the system, said 
Durazzo. ▼ 


Migden Moves To Protect 
Domestic Partners

Domestic partners in San Francisco would be protected 
under rent control laws and exemptions that straight couples 
currently receive, if legislation proposed this week by 
Supervisor Carole Migden passes. 

Migden’s proposed law would define the domestic partners 
of landlords of buildings with four units or less as “family” 
under provision of Proposition I. It would also allow landlords 
to evict tenants in order to move their domestic partners into 
occupied units. 

“It only makes sense that the citizens of this city want 
domestic partners to be afforded all the same rights and privi¬ 
leges as straight married couples,” Midgen told the B.A.R. “This 
legislation will simply close an inadvertent loophole in the law. 

The supervisor chided progressive tenants rights groups 
responsible for the Proposition for initially failing to include 
domestic partners as members of the protected class. 

Proposition I passed in November 1994, and places build¬ 
ings with four or fewer units under the city’s Rent 
Ordinance. T

Blow Buddies Blew the Whistle on New Year’s Party

The director of a popular South of 
Market sex club at 933 Harrison Street 
says that when he called the Fire 
Department about a private New Year’s 
party to be held across the street from his 
establishment, he really wasn’t lodging a 
complaint. 

Brad Grant, director of the sex club 
Blow Buddies, also say he apologizes for 
his role in the now-infamous police raid 
of the party at 938 Harrison Street. 

Police have long said a “South of 
Market club owner” complained about 
the event. The revelation that it was Grant 
who called the Fire Department ended 
weeks of widespread speculation about 
the complainant’s identity. 

Fire officials had previously refused to 
disclose who had lodged the complainant, 
saying that information “was confiden¬ 
tial.” 

Grant issued the apology on February 
1, only after his identity was disclosed in 
police records obtained by a local gay 
activist under state freedom of informa¬ 
tion laws. 

But the apology has failed to assuage 
many, including an attorney for dozens of 
plaintiffs, including people with HIV, 
who were “harassed and beaten” when an 
estimated 40 police and state alcoholic 
beverage control officers arrived on the 
scene. 

“So, now people in our community are 
snitching each other off to the cops? I 
think that it was very poor judgment on 
his part,” said attorney Nanci Clarence. 
“It was a private party hosted by another 
gay man. Dozens of people were harassed 
and beaten up. 

“I think it’s very irresponsible and 


very sad.” 

Grant characterized his decision to call 
authorities as “naive and an extremely 
bad error in judgment.” 

“I wish to formally apologize to the 
organizers of the event at 938 Harrison 
Street,” he said in a statement to the press 
on Wednesday, February 1. “At no time 
did I ever intend to create a problem and 
sincerely regret the events that tran¬ 
spired.” 

Grant said that he made clear that he 
wasn’t complaining when he called the 
fire department to ask whether organizer 
Terence Alan had permits for the party; 
he said he just wanted to make sure that if 
police were called to the site for crowd 
control reasons, they wouldn’t hassle 
Blow Buddies. 

Grant said that police once respond¬ 
ed to a report of an illegal nightclub at 
880 Folsom in 1992 - and instead 
closed down a private party located next 
door at 890 Folsom Street, an erstwhile 
sex club operated by Buzz Bense, now 
co-owner of Eros, a Center For Safe 
Sex. 

“I did not wish our club to be subject¬ 
ed to an erroneous visit because of our 
proximity,” Grant said in the press state¬ 
ment. 

He also said that after Blow Buddies 
moved to the Harrison Street location he 
was once told he couldn’t hold a benefit 
for Gay Asian and Pacific Alliance 
because he couldn’t secure entertainment 
or dancing permits. 

“I assume that was because of the 
location,” he said. 

Grant called the fire department when 
he saw an invitation for Alan’s event, 
which said there would be dancing, enter¬ 
tainment, and a no-host bar.

“It is false and unfair to label my 
action as a complaint,” Grant said. “It is 
important that any attempt to divide the 
community and shift the focus away from 
the facts should be avoided.” 

Grant said he wants to help offset loss¬ 
es caused by the action and is considering 
a substantial donation to Visual AID to 
help Alan realize his original goal of rais¬ 
ing funds for the group. 

Alan said he agreed with Grant that 
“the focus” should remain on the police 
action, but also said that he doesn’t 
think Grant should make a donation to 


Visual AID. 

The non-profit agency, which provides 
art supplies and grants to professional 
artists with AIDS, is under fire by some 
activists and artists for releasing a press 
statement emphasizing that although it 
was the intended beneficiary of the event, 
the party was not a Visual AID fundraiser 
because it was not directly produced by 
the agency. 

Activists say the statement betrayed 
grassroots queer artists, in an attempt to 
quell concerns by corporate sponsors 
about its association with “an illegal 
nightclub” in which police claimed to 
have observed numerous acts of oral sex 
and anal intercourse. 

“They turned their backs on us in an 
effort to distance themselves from the 
very people they are in business to sup¬ 
port,” Alan charged. 

Alan’s late lover Randall Pacheco had 
received Visual AID grants while he was 
dying of AIDS, and Alan told the Bay 
Area Reporter that he had asked for dona¬ 
tions to the group as a way of saying 
thanks. 

An estimated $4,000 in cash was col¬ 
lected for the group - but Alan said the 
.money was seized by police and never 
returned. 

Clarence, of the law office Steel 
Clarence and Buckley, told the B.A.R. 
that records detailing police procedures 
against other SoMa events with permit 
disputes clearly show the type of enforce¬ 
ment action taken against Alan was selec¬ 
tive. 

Clarence represents dozen of people in 
a multi-million dollar class action civil 
rights and damages suit in the wake of the 
police action, at which 11 people were 
arrested. T 


HUD Funds for 
Homeless PWAs 
Still a No-Show

Three in four people 
infected with HFV will end 
up in poverty, according to 
a 1993 study by the Gay 
Men’s Health Crisis, 
putting them at a greater 
risk for homelessness than 
most of the population. 

Late last year, in an 
effort to address that prob¬ 
lem, Housing and Urban 
Development Secretary 
Henry Cisneros announced 
that 5,000 vouchers for 
“Section 8,” a nationwide 
HUD program for the dis¬ 
abled, would be provided 
to homeless people with 
AIDS this year. According 
to Sharen Trammell, with 
the Black AIDS Coalition 
and co-chair of the AIDS 
Advisory Board in 
Alameda County, vouchers 
offer PWAs the choice of 
living arrangements to suit 
their changing medical 
needs. “We have found 
that most people with HIV 
prefer to live independent¬ 
ly, as opposed to living in a 
housing program,” she 
said. 

San Francisco HUD 
officials and housing 
activists interviewed by 


the Bay Area Reporter say 
that funding for the 
HIV/AIDS population is 
being processed slowly but 
surely - or at least, slowly. 

“We keep hearing it will 
be next week, next week. I 
don’t know what the prob¬ 
lems are,” said Joyce 
Roberson, acting director 
of the HUD Public 
Housing Office in San 
Francisco. 

When the funding does 
come through, San 
Francisco will receive 
approximately 400 section 
8 vouchers. The number of 
vouchers available for 
indigent Alameda County 
patients is still unknown, 
according to several 
sources interviewed. 

“I think there’s an 
urgent need for housing 
subsidies for persons with 
HIV,” Trammell told the 
B.A.R ., “and as soon as we 
can get these housing sub¬ 
sidies the better.” 

Delays are normal espe¬ 
cially for a special pro¬ 
gram like this, Roberson 
said. For both counties, the 
Section 8 vouchers will be 
bid out on a contract basis. 
The announcement of that 
contract is imminent, 
according to HUD. T 
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Financial, Tax & Business 
Advisory Services

Roaring Us 
To Death 


What the Dead 
Remember...

he fourth week of January per¬ 
fectly illustrated what is wrong 
with this country’s national gay 
and lesbian political organiza¬ 
tions. 

On the evening of the 24th, 
President Clinton gave the annual State of the 
Union Address. In an hour and 21 minutes he 
proposed 36 program initiatives. Neither the 
words “gay,” nor “lesbian,” nor “AIDS” were 
included in those many pages of prepared text. 
Those words did not pass his lips. It was a cal¬ 
culated political decision. 

The next morning House Majority Leader 
Richard Armey (R-TX), responding to a 
reporter’s question, committed what some 
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I t’s very tempting for us to 
expound on how The Year of 
the Pig came early this year, 
courtesy of that damn Repub¬ 
lican landslide, but that would 
be doing a disservice to pigs. 
Most farmers will tell you that pigs 
are misunderstood, friendly, loyal, 
smart, and cleaner than their reputa¬ 
tion. As anyone who is watching 
Washington these days can tell you, 
the new Republican leadership is 
none of those things. 

Since Americans are so misin¬ 
formed about porcine particulars, 
“The Year of the Pig” is generally 
translated to “The Year of the Boar” in 
this country: that’s supposed to make 
it sound more palatable to western 
ears. Interestingly, the boar is a much 
less gracious animal than the pig, and 
one that comes a lot closer to exempli¬ 
fying the characteristics of the GOP. 

Boars are shortsighted, belligerent, 
and occasionally cannibalistic - much 
like the herds of the animals stamped¬ 
ing through the halls of Congress 
these days. 

Of course, it isn’t only Washington 
that’s turning into a boar’s nest this 
year: swinish animals are popping up 
everywhere, including San Francisco. 
The city is still being subjected to the 
gruntings and squealings of J. Paul 
Emerson, the boar/bore/boor who 
broadcasts his message of intolerance 
across KSFO. Fortunately, he is doing 
so with diminishing support from 
advertisers, which is probably the only 
thing that will get him off his bacon 
and out of town. 

Unfortunately, as we have said 
before, Emerson’s business is market- 
driven so public protests alone are of 
limited effectiveness. Face it: Basic 
Instinct didn’t do badly after it 
enraged the gay community, and 
KSFO stands to gain, rather than lose, 
from the publicity it is getting over 
our battle with the deejay. Which does 
not mean we think fewer people 
should protest; quite the contrary, in 
fact. But it does mean that the concept 
of protesting should also include more 
than picketing. It’s time for the pens. 
Not pigpens. Writing pens. 

The advertisers who remain on 
KSFO need to hear from those who 
Emerson is hurting, so that they know 


exactly what they’re buying. If they 
can be sure that they are getting the 
opposite of the response they want - 
that their potential customers are turn¬ 
ing in droves to their competitors - 
they, too, will bail. 

A list of current advertisers appears 
in this week’s GLAAD column on 
page 18. We would suggest maintain¬ 
ing a friendly tone throughout the let¬ 
ters; veiled threats of violence are not 
going to help. Advertisers are definite¬ 
ly interested in what consumers think, 
or they wouldn’t be spending all that 
money on media buys. Approach com¬ 
munication in that spirit, and we 
believe Emerson will soon be a trend 
of the past - like the potbelly pigs that 
(like Emerson) were gained a sort of 
anti-chic chic a few years ago, but 
which were dumped by most people 
who were bored to death by them 
within a year. 

One final example of boars amok: 
the latest Christian American (yes, Pat 
Robertson’s “newspaper”) carries a 
full-page ad for a book touting the the¬ 
ories of Professor Peter Duesberg. 

Duesberg, as many readers are 
aware, is the most visible proponent of 
the theory that HIV has nothing to do 
with AIDS. That’s fine. What isn’t so 
fine is the notion that his call for the 
dismantling of HIV research is being 
picked up by the far right. 

Some of Duesberg’s friends have 
told us that the doctor himself had 
nothing to do with the ad placement, 
and that he is (as one put it) “not a tool 
of the right wing.” 

Sorry, but we don’t believe it. Even 
if he is not intentionally a tool of the 
right wing, when William Danne- 
meyer writes blurbs for a book, espe¬ 
cially for a book advertised in the 
Christian American , it sets off a loud 
buzz in our right-wing-tool-detector. 

If Dannemeyer and Duesberg and 
Robertson get their way, the funding 
will be cut, after which they will part 
company. Duesberg’s research will not 
get whatever taxes are “saved.” Those 
will go to building up the Pentagon, 
mostly through programs that will 
funnel money to GOP constituents. 

That’s what they call pork when it’s 
Democrats who do it.. 

Whoever’s doing it, we call it slop¬ 
ping the hogs. T

Fag ... er ... Frank.” He later apologized and 
Frank accepted the apology. 

Now in the daily lives of gay men and les¬ 
bians, in the course of history of our commu¬ 
nity, which was the more important event? 

Our supposedly bipartisan national political 
organizations, the Human Rights Campaign 
Fund (HRCF) and the National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force (NGLTF), raced to see 
who could be first with the most indignant 
press release. 

On Clinton? No, on Armey. 

HRCF even called in some chits to gather 
17 Members of Congress - Democrats all - for 
a Capitol Hill press conference that very same 
day. They all dutifully denounced Armey. 

I don’t intend to belittle Armey’s slur, nor 
the need to publicly rap his knuckles for such 
boorish behavior. Applause, please, one and all 
for the nationals’ efforts here. 

But what was the reaction to Clinton’s 
silence? His mention of seemingly everything 
but the number one killer of males 20-44, the 
number one killer of African-American 
women of childbearing years? The plague that 
has destroyed gay families as has no ten other 
things combined? 

What was their reaction to Clinton’s silence 
on AIDS? 

It hasn’t come yet. 

Where is their sense of perspective? Where 
is their sense of priorities? 

It is perhaps apt that also falling within that 
fourth week of January, between the long 
silence which began on Tuesday night and the 
outburst of hysterics on Friday, was the fiftieth 
anniversary of the liberation of the Nazi death 
camp called Auschwitz. 

That other, that original Holocaust was met 
with silence in its day. 

So, too, our holocaust of AIDS is greeted 
with a silent turning away of heads by so many 
of the good soldiers who claim to lead our 
community. 

That is not acceptable. 

One of the many legacies of Auschwitz is 
that of Nuremberg. Those history shattering 
trials set a new standard. They said that we 
would no longer tolerate the excuse of good 
soldiers that they were “just following orders.” 

That legacy is to hold people responsible for 
their actions. And also their inactions. 

Mario Cooper, president of the board of the 
AIDS Action Council, believes that Clinton 
“has completely failed any kind of moral lead¬ 
ership on the issue of AIDS. And that is prob¬ 
ably the greatest gift that the presidency has.” 

Cooper speaks with the sorrow and quiet 
rage of a long-time political insider, as one 
who managed the 1992 Democratic National 
Convention, and as one who has the courage to 
hold his friend accountable. Do others who 
wear the mantle of leadership have that same 
courage? 

We do not know their names yet, but be 
assured that there are Elie Wiesels who will 
survive this holocaust. Who will remember. 
Who will bear witness and testify of those who 
groveled, clutching at the hem of power, and of 
those with the courage to stand up for the sick 
and dying, the people most in need. 

If not now, someday. ▼

Environmental Cancer Causes 

I wish to thank and commend you for your 
coverage of the issue of breast cancer. As you 
clearly realize, lesbians have statistically high 
risk of breast cancer. 

I urge you to keep up the good work and to 
include articles on environmental causes of breast 
cancer. Most of the articles you have run seem to 
come from wire services and hence give the 
mainstream scientific view, which is that breast 
cancer has a genetic cause. I just talked yesterday 
with an assistant to Professor Mary Claire King at 
UC Berkeley, one of the nation’s premier 
researchers of genetic causes of breast cancer, 
and this assistant volunteered that the gene they 
(and researchers in Utah) are honing in on may 
contribute to just some of the genetically caused 
cancers and that inherited cancer is only a frac¬ 
tion of the total incidence of cancer. 

Obviously, environmental causes are difficult 
to trace, politically problematic [because then 
“someone,” such as agribusiness, is “to blame” 
(e.g. for wanton use of estrogen-laden pesti¬ 
cides)], expensive to research, and not as “sexy” 
as genetic factors. Hence, environmental causes 
don’t get much major mainstream medical atten¬ 
tion or research funding. However, your lesbian 
readership should be aware that much of breast 
cancer may indeed be due to environmental cont¬ 
aminants. Over coverage of genetic research 
could lull your audience into a false sense of 
security that, if they don’t have breast cancer in 
their family, they are “immune” to it.

Usually, by that time the immune system has been 
further debilitated by HIV progression or from the 
side-effects of toxic pharmacology, and it may be too 
late for TCM to help. The Chinese idea of “vibrant 
health” has as its goal balancing and strengthening 
the vital energy or “chi” in your body so that it can 
fight disease and maintain good health. Chi is dimin¬ 
ished by such things as stress, drugs, alcohol, poor 
nutrition, and lack of adequate exercise. 

Finally, herbs and acupuncture are but only two 
of the major components of TCM. Another is 
Qigong (pronounced “chee-kung”), an exercise 
that is sometimes called “acupuncture without nee¬ 
dles.” When you do Qigong, rather than being a 
passive patient, you are actively doing something 
for yourself that is restful, energizing and non¬ 
toxic. It also makes most people very happy.

Wellcome to Western Medicine 

In a recent issue of the Bay Area Reporter ACT 
UP/Golden Gate’s G’dali Braverman wrote about 
Burroughs Wellcome’s attempts to make acyclovir 
an over the counter drug. I appreciate the author’s 
explanation of why this is not in the patient’s best 
interests and only ensures larger profits for B.W. 

What I did find amazing was the author’s 
“Surprise ... at finding Marcus Conant at the top of 
the agenda as a Burroughs Wellcome representa¬ 
tive speaking in favor of over the counter for acy¬ 
clovir.” This is from a self-proclaimed AIDS 
activist. The fact that Marcus Conant is a 
spokesman for B.W. products should come to no 
surprise to anyone who can read. At the bottom of 
all his flyers for his UC presentations on HIV- 
AIDS treatments is the B.W. sponsorship state¬ 
ment. Clearly this is obvious conflict of interest. 

In the 1950s rock and roll radio DJs were out¬ 
lawed from receiving record company money to 
play records before they were top of the chart hits. 
Only last year members of Congress were outlawed 
from receiving “honorariums” (gifts from lobbyist), 
as this was a conflict of interest for a representative 
of the voters. But doctors who have one of the more 
powerful unions (AMA) and one of the larger lob¬ 
bies in Washington are under no such restraint. 
Despite the clear conflict of interest for patient care, 
it’s not illegal for doctors to be both healthcare 
providers and drug companies’ spokespersons. 
Marcus Conant is one of the more blatant abusers of 
this profitable scheme. Of course he is not alone in 
this nightmare. Martin Delaney, one of the so-called 
“heroes of AIDS,” and his Project Inform, as well as 
the SF AIDS Foundation are also funded by 
Burroughs Wellcome. Paul Volberding admitted to 
receiving an honorarium from B.W., for his advoca¬ 
cy of AZT at a Project Inform forum. This is clear¬ 
ly a conflict of the best interest for all HIV/AIDS 
patients. Take the recommendations and advice of 
these people and institutions cautiously, as patient 
care is not at the top of their list of priorities. 
“Caveat emptor” - let the buyer beware. There is a 
reason why realistic and effective treatments are 
totally lacking and the dangerous and foolish antivi¬ 
rals are still “pushed” by these front organizations. 

If I’m not mistaken, even ACT UP/Golden Gate 
has received money from drug companies. Maybe 
this is why it has taken them so long to come out and 
see the obvious danger of drug companies making all 
the treatment decisions.

Representative Bob Dornan 
vented about President Clinton 
giving “aid and comfort” to the 
enemy during the Vietnam War. 
He later said on the air that “I 
can’t wait until we’re rid of this 
shallow human being [Clinton], 
and most military people agree 
with me.” He added that the 
president was in fact “once a 
leader in the pro-Hanoi move¬ 
ment,” a charge that is tanta¬ 
mount to an accusation of trea¬ 
son. Clearly, Dornan, a darling 
of the lunatic right, is someone 
the GOP has picked as a desig¬ 
nated bomb thrower in the new 
“kinder, gentler” Congress.

San Francisco’s changing 
political landscape: this year’s 
mayoral race now looks like 
incumbent Mayor Jordan, 
Supervisor Terence Hallinan, 
former Mayor Art Agnos, City 
Attorney Louise Renne, 
Supervisor Angela Alioto and, 
depending which political ana¬ 
lyst you talk to, possibly a sur¬ 
prise “name” candidate that no 
one can seem to, well, name.

Brown will be forced (due to 
term limits) to give up next year.

Barring a third, 
unexpected candidate, early 
money would probably make 
Shelley the favorite for the 
Democratic nod in the 12th, 
John Burton’s current district. 
(Burton must also leave the 
Assembly because of term lim¬ 
its.) 

In the Third District, current¬ 
ly represented by state Senator 
Milton Marks, it looks like 
Willie Brown has a lock if, as 
expected, he decides he wants to 
go back to Sacramento as a sen¬ 
ator. Marks will likely retire, 
though some are urging him to 
run for the 13th Assembly seat. 
Many of the senator’s friends 
tell me, however, that his wife, 
Caroline, long active in commu¬ 
nity/political affairs, will “very 
likely” run for office, though 
probably for a position on the 
local Community College Board 
or Board of Supervisors. 

If both Migden and Shelley 
move up the ladder. Mayor 
Jordan would suddenly have not 
one but two supervisor slots to 
fill. Can you imagine the lobby¬ 
ing that would trigger? 

Speaking of the Board of

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The Greatest Stories Ever Told

friend of mine who com¬ 
bines a successful writ¬ 
ing career with teaching 
once told me of a writ¬ 
ing student coming to 
him for advice. “I’m afraid” the 
student had said, “that I only have 
one story and that I will just keep 
telling it over and over a hundred 
different ways.” 

As my friend related the stu¬ 
dent’s concern, I eagerly awaited 
my friend’s response in hope that 
it would quiet my own fear that I, 
too, would someday feel that I had 
nothing left to say. 

“Don’t worry,” my friend had 
consoled the student. “You look to 
me like you have at least 3,756 
stories in you. I think you’re just 
getting started.” 

We chuckled together at that 
little punch line, and as our laugh¬ 
ter stilled, a brief silence passed 
between us. My friend leaned 
closer to confide in me what he 
had not told the student: “You 
know, sometimes I think that’s all 
any of us do - find new ways to 
say the same story.” 

As my deadline nears, I real¬ 
ize that I spent nearly seven 
hours at my keyboard last night 
- and that after a full day at 
work. I should be walking my 
dog right now and getting 
dressed for the eight o’clock 
class I teach. I refused to pull an 
all-nighter last night, but I sure 
could have used some more 
sleep. All I have to show for my 
thinking is a series of paragraph 
fragments, one of which propos¬ 
es that all the lesbians and gay 
men in the military form a “play¬ 
ers union” and go on strike. 
Apparently, that’s what it takes 
to get Clinton interested enough 
to take the initiative, intervene, 
and demand resolution. Or, per¬ 
haps, Clinton just cares about 
baseball more than justice in the 
armed forces. 

But I’ve already reflected 
about the ban, and though the sto¬ 
ries change, for the most part my 
point of view remains constant. At 
times, I find myself saying many 
of the same things over and over 
in different ways sparked by a new 
event. 

Writing this column has done 
for me what taking photography 
in high school did for me. Both 
have encouraged me to frame all 
that I see. After carrying a camera 
around on assignment long 
enough, I saw everything in terms 
of how it would fill a rectangular 
space. Likewise, I have spent the 
past couple of years viewing 
events as they might fill a 1000- 
word column. 

If writing is not a selfish act, it 
is, at least, solitary. My writing 


forces me to examine my own 
beliefs and feelings, whether any¬ 
one reads or not. 

My recent struggles to meet 
my deadline, to fill the empty 
monitor screen, are not because I 
have nothing to say, but because 
so many of the events that flash 
before me, I have seen before in 
some other form - so what I have 
to say about them will feel like 
deja vu. It’s time for me to take a 
break from this forum and find 
some of the 3,756 stories in others 
and to discover some of the ones 
in me. 

Pioneer tales 

Recently, I put together a panel 
for high school teachers called 
“Out on the Playing Field: 
Homophobia in Scholastic and 
Professional Athletics” at the First 
Annual GLSTN/West Coast

Conference held in Santa Monica. 
GLSTN, the Gay, Lesbian, and 
Straight Teachers Network, is a 
national organization of teachers 
working to end homophobia in 
schools. The panel included 
retired Olympic diver Greg 
Louganis and former NFL run¬ 
ning back Dave Kopay - both real 
pioneers in coming out as gay ath¬ 
letes. In preparing for the event, I 
thought a lot about what the 20- 
year gap between Kopay’s and 
Louganis’ coming out might bear 
on their stories. 

As Kopay revealed to the audi¬ 
ence in Santa Monica, he came 
out in 1975 out of “a sense of des¬ 
peration. And it was a feeling of 
anger and frustration that I wasn’t 
getting any coaching interviews 
because of rumors about me.” 
Kopay cleared up the rumors once 
and for all in a Washington Star 
series, “Homosexuality in Sports: 
Why Gay Athletes Have 
Everything to Lose,” and eventu¬ 
ally in a book. 

Would today’s headline read 
much different? “Homosexuality 
in Sports: Why Gay Athletes Have 
So Much to Gain.” I don’t think 
so. 

But other things are changing. 
A year ago Roseanne’s kiss was a 
scandal, and now all my students 
and colleagues are telling me how 
moved they were by the 
Margarethe Cammermeyer story. 
Serving in Silence, as seen on 
NBC earlier this week. 

I suggest to them that they get 
their salutes in to the real Col. 
Margarethe Cammermeyer now, 
while visions of Glenn Close in 
uniform march through their 
heads. It’s not that 
Cammermeyer’s tale will be any 


less powerful in a month; in fact, 
it’s not a particularly new story. It 
was just as powerful when she 
told it in Washington in an effort 
to fight the ban, but our leaders are 
swayed by real lives. 

While Cammermeyer’s battle 
for justice has been a long, coura¬ 
geous, and inspiring one, I suspect 
her time in the limelight will be 
short. She’ll be everywhere for a 
flash, and then fade back into the 
margins - through no doing of her 
own, just the public’s short atten¬ 
tion span. 

Sometimes I think there’s a ten 
percent rule clause on Warhol’s 
“fifteen minutes of fame” theory 
for lesbians and gay men in the 
public eye. Ten percent of fifteen 
minutes permits gay men and les¬ 
bians about 90 seconds of fame 
for themselves. And there’s only 
room in the public view for one at 
a time - unless of course we’re 
willing to fight among ourselves 
for a crowd. 

So, for now, Cammermeyer is 
everywhere - as she should be - 
granting interviews, writing arti¬ 
cles and speaking out against the 
“Don’t ask, don’t tell” military 
regulations. 

By the time genuine change 
can be measured in the military, 
Cammermeyer’s name will be a 
distant echo for most people, the 
way Perry Watkins and Leonard 
Matlovich are today - which does 
not mean their stories won’t have 
mattered. As others have paved 
the way for Cammermeyer’s, 
Serving in Silence will open the 
door for the next brave soldier’s 
story. And at some point the flow 
of stories will form a current too 
strong to be ignored. 

Greg Louganis has an autobi¬ 
ography due out this month, 
Breaking the Surface. He will be 
on with Barbara Walters, and I 
imagine we’ll see and hear parts 
of his story everywhere. He will 
replace Cammermeyer as the 
HIPE of the Month: Homosexual 
In the Public Eye. And, like 
Kopay before him, Louganis will 
make the talk show rounds as a 
gay athlete and raise all sorts of 
important debate in a wide range 
of circles. Whether it will be made 
for television, I can only guess. 
What I heard from him of the 
harassment he took from his div¬ 
ing rivals - including a “Fag 
Busters” campaign to intimidate 
him - while still managing to tri¬ 
umph athletically, as dramatically 
as he always did, is exactly the 
stuff that movie heroes are made 
of. 

This parade of heroes, though 
annoying on one level, is, I 
believe, our road to equality and 
justice. We need as many voices 
and stories as we can get. We need 
to tell them and to hear them. T

Fund Established for Victor Rohana

Almost four months after Victor Rohana was 
shot in the chest while walking down Waller 
Street holding hands with his boyfriend, a fund 
has been established to help him pay medical and 
other bills. 

Rohana was nearly killed in the October 28, 
1994 attack by two men who were apparently 
enraged at his public display of affection for 
another man. He has since lost his spleen and a 
portion of his lung from the injuries he received in 
the incident. 

Rohana told the Bay Area Reporter he now has 
accumulated massive bills in the wake of the inci¬ 
dent - including living expenses and $42,000 
worth of medical bills from Ralph K. Davies 
Medical Center. 

Despite a investigation into the hate crime, 
Rohana’s assailants were never identified, and 


police were unable to locate the white Suzuki 
Samurai they used to flee the scene of the shoot¬ 
ing. 

The Victor Rohana Fund has been established 
by a group called the Critical Incident Response 
Team, and is on deposit at California Federal 
Bank on Castro Street. 

CIRT is a project of the Bay View Hunters 
Point Foundation, and is funded by the 
Department of Health. It provides crisis interven¬ 
tion, information and referrals, advocacy, and 
other services to victims of violence. ▼

Rocchiccioli, who has been 
with Herth for seven years after 
a highly successful 14 years in 
accounting, is a director of the

Realtors and has twice served 
as chair of the Realtors 
Community Service Committee, 
which plans and executes the 
association’s involvement in 
community service projects. In 
1994, as chair of the committee, 
Ric coordinated the associa¬ 
tion’s annual Monte Carlo 
Night, which raised over 
$21,000 for the San Francisco 
Child Abuse Council, Breast 
Cancer Action, and the Zen 
Hospice Project.

Bureaucratic Snarl Robs A.C. 
AIDS Worker of Insurance

The Alameda County AIDS 
Advisory Board has voted unan¬ 
imously to request the board of 
supervisors’ help in reinstating 
the life insurance benefits of a 
county AIDS worker who lost 
them through a bureaucratic 
glitch. They are also strongly 
urging the supervisors to imple¬ 
ment a written policy for 
employees taking medical leave, 
outlining the necessary steps to 
preserve all their benefits. 

Krandall Kraus told board 
members at their January 25 
meeting that when he went on 
short-term medical disability 
from his administrative job with 
the County Office of AIDS last 
June, because of the progression 
of AIDS, he believed he had dot¬ 
ted each “i” and crossed every 
“t” on employee benefits forms. 
However, he was notified on 
October 15 that the county’s life 
insurance carrier, TransAmerica, 
was canceling his policy for 
non-payment, even though pre¬ 
mium deductions were taken 
during that period. 

Kraus said that the manner in 
which he was notified was as 
bad as being canceled: An 
unsigned “post-it” note on his 
disability pay stub read 
“Insurance deleted for non-pay¬ 
ment of premiums. Employee 
cannot re-enroll if not actively 
at work.” 

Kraus told board members 
they were his last hope for a res¬ 
olution to this matter. Kraus 


wrote, “No one from Alameda 
County has had the courtesy or 
professionalism to respond to 
my attorney’s letter of inquiry 
sent in early December, nor to 
return her telephone calls.” He 
has since taken a doctor- 
ordered, permanent disability 
effective January 14.

action 

Also present at the meeting 
was Eugene Richards, director 
of the Office on AIDS 
Administration. He gave an 
update on his efforts to get 
Kraus’s benefits returned and to 
find out what went wrong. 

He recalled when Kraus 
came to him with the bad news, 
“He said to me point blank, 
‘This is unconscionable. This 
can’t be allowed to stand.’” 
Kraus added that he would sue 
if Richards’s office didn’t do 
something. Richards said that 
when he researched the matter 
he was informed the personnel 
handbook clearly states that 
TransAmerica, as the county’s 
insurance carrier, is responsible 
for notifying employees whose 
benefits are in danger of laps¬ 
ing. Any litigation should be 
directed to the carrier, he added. 

“The second thing we decid¬ 
ed we needed to do was to come 
before [the County AIDS 
Advisory Board] and say that 
Krandall obviously has a justifi¬ 
able reason to be angry about 
this,” Richards told the B.A.R., 
“because it is wrong. Something 


broke down somewhere.” 

While he urged the board to 
take steps for the protection of 
all county employees, he point¬ 
ed out the specific impact of los¬ 
ing life insurance for PWAs like 
himself. In a prepared statement 
to the board, Kraus wrote, “The 
insurance was extremely impor¬ 
tant to me, since it has a conver¬ 
sion clause as well as an accel¬ 
erated death benefit. I had 
planned to cash it in for 50 per¬ 
cent of its death benefit value as 
I approach the end of my life. 
With AIDS, it is practically a 
given that I will indeed be in 
need of funds toward the end of 
my life. So losing this insurance 
was not only a terrible financial 
blow, but a deep emotional trau¬ 
ma as well. I lie awake many 
nights worrying about how I 
will pay my bills.” 

Already, according to his 
statement, he has spent $214 on 
a blood test, or 25 percent of his 
$839 monthly Social Security 
disability check - but as Kraus 
said to the board, numbers alone 
don’t tell the whole story. “We 
can talk about forms and laws 
and requirements and all of 
that,” he testified, “but that 
doesn’t involve human beings.” 

The county newsletter could 
be used to notify employees of 
what they need to do to prevent 
being dropped by their insur¬ 
ance carriers, AIDS Office 
administrator Arlene Joe said. 
She added that she is coordinat¬ 
ing catastrophic illness pro¬ 
grams with Alameda County. ▼ 


One Russian River Victim: 
Gay-Friendly Monte Rio Bishop

The Most Reverend Mark 
S. Shirlau, presiding bishop 
and primate of the gay- and 
lesbian-friendly Ecumenical 
Catholic Church in Monte 
Rio, returned last week from 
the East Coast to find clean¬ 
ing up the enormous mess is 
“a challenge.” 

When the Russian River 
overflowed its banks, Shirlau 
told the Bay Area Reporter, he 
was conducting ordination 
services and staying with a 
friend in Washington, D.C., 
near the White House. After 
so many mornings of watch¬ 
ing news televised from the 
nation’s capital in his Russian 


River home, he said it was 
ironic - if unfortunate - to 
find the situation reversed one 
morning when his friend 
called him in to the living 
room in Washington. 

As the two watched the 
news footage of the flooding 
and devastation in Northern 
California, Shirlau said, “a 
feeling of powerlessness” 
swept over him. But it wasn’t 
until he returned to the area 
that he learned the extent of 
the damage. 

The flood spared the 
Monte Rio Church by a few 
inches, Shirlau said; water 
came up to the steps but did 
not enter the church building. 

His home was considerably 


less lucky, with damage estimat¬ 
ed at $62,000. Some 300 books 
in his office were destroyed, and 
some appliances were mined, 
he told the B.A.R., but the fax 
machine he frequently uses for 
church business was spared. 
Shirlau said the contents of his 
home were insured. 

While the basic structure 
of the building is fine, he said, 
“the electrical system is still 
screwed up.” Fortunately, he 
has a Ph.D. in electrical engi¬ 
neering. 

The big question now, he 
said, is deciding whether “to 
throw it out, clean it up, or 
salvage it. 

“I look at it as a chance to 
restart,” he said. ▼

Avengers to ‘Gay Curers’: No 
Thanks, but You’re Getting Swarm

If you refuse to let my 
people go, I warn you, 
tomorrow I will 
bring locusts into your 
country. They shall 
cover the ground, 
so that the ground itself 
will not be visible... 
- Exodus 10, 4- 5. 

Who said Moses has the 
copyright on plagues? San 
Francisco’s Lesbian Avengers 
planned their most audacious 
piece of street theatre to date on 
Wednesday, February 8. 
Members traveled to San Rafael 
to let a swarm of 500 locusts 
loose at the offices of Exodus, 
an organization dedicated to 
“curing” homosexuals. 

Protesters entered the offices 
chanting and carrying signs, and 
then released five hundred 
locusts. 

The San Rafeal office is the 
international headquarters for 
Exodus, an umbrella organiza¬ 
tion for over 75 fundamentalist 
Christian groups that claim suc¬ 
cess in helping men and women 
overcome their homosexuality. 

According to event organizer 
Liz Harris, the protest is meant 
to draw attention to the strength 
and size of Exodus. “We want to 
highlight how many and how 
strong the groups are,” she told 
the B.A.R. “They’re a significant 


part of the Christian strategy to 
undermine our movement.” 

Exodus publishes literature 
and does referrals for member 
ministries around the world - 
organizations like Genesis 
Counseling, New Beginnings, 
and Word of Life. Each of the 
ministries teach that homosexu¬ 
ality is evil and the result of 
sexual abuse, rape, or trauma. 
They convert clients through 


behavior modification; lesbians 
are given makeovers and taught 
to be more feminine, while men 
are taught how to throw foot¬ 
balls. Clients quit their jobs and 
leave their homes to enter the 
programs - where they are 
monitored 24 hour a day by 
staff. 

“By drawing attention to 
this, we hope the public will be 
more alarmed,” said Harris. ▼

Two California Peace Officers from San 
Francisco who have died from AIDS - 
Deputy John Abney and Officer J.D. Hicks - 
will be among those honored in a special 
tribute and dedication ceremony next month 
in West Hollywood. 

Sergeant Mitch Grobeson, who recently 
served with the San Francisco Police 
Department and who is now a Los Angeles 
police officer, will conduct ceremonies at 10 
a.m. on Thursday, March 2 with Michael 
Haibach, vice president of Aid For AIDS. 

The memorial, during which a permanent 
memorial will be installed in front of 8560 
Santa Monica Boulevard, will honor five for¬ 
mer law enforcement officers who suc¬ 
cumbed to the disease, including Abney, 
who was with the San Francisco Sheriff’s 
Department and was founder of California’s 
first gay and lesbian law enforcement orga¬ 
nization - The Golden State Peace Officers 
Association - and Hicks, who was with the 


San Francisco Police Department. 

Hicks was the recipient of the 1987 
National Heroes Award from President 
Ronald Reagan. 

Others to be 
honored are: 
Officer Scott 
Hahn of the Santa 
Ana Police De¬ 
partment - the 
first Southern 
California police 
officer to die of 
AIDS; Officer 
Chris Carley of 
the Los Angeles 
Police Depart¬ 
ment - the first 
LAPD officer to 
die from AIDS; 
and Officer Gil¬ 
bert Saenz, Los 
Angeles Police Department, the most recent 
LAPD officer lost to AIDS. 


The tribute is being made through the 
West Hollywood Palms-Tribute to Life 
program, sponsored by Aid For AIDS, a 
Los Angeles-based AIDS service organi¬ 
zation providing direct financial assis¬ 
tance to People Living With AIDS, 
Grobeson said in a statement given to the 
B.A.R. 

“Through a collaborative effort with Aid 
For AIDS and the City of West Hollywood, 
this program serves not only as a memorial,” 
Grobeson said, “but also as a green and liv¬ 
ing reminder of our promise to improve the 
quality of life of those who live and suffer 
with AIDS. 

“Names of those honored are perma¬ 
nently engraved on a bronze plaque and 
placed at the base of the many trees lin¬ 
ing Santa Monica Boulevard. All pro¬ 
ceeds from the West Hollywood Palms- 
Tribute to Life program go directly to 
help those living and suffering with 
AIDS through the Aid for AIDS financial 
programs.” T

Gays Won, Mt. View Police Zero

The Sixth Circuit Court of Appeals has thrown out criminal 
charges against ten gay men arrested for soliciting undercover 
police officers outside a Mountain View adult bookstore during 
1993. 

“I think this ruling starts the death knell of every sting 
operation against gays nationwide,” said attorney Bruce 
Nickerson, who successfully argued in Dennis Baluyut v. 
Santa Clara Municipal Court that police discriminated 
against the group of gay men. “This is the first time in the 
nation that criminal charges were thrown out because of dis¬ 
crimination.” 

Police had argued that their decoy operation was in response 
to neighborhood complaints about sexual activity near an adult 
bookstore, which primarily catered to a heterosexual crowd. But 
in a January 30 decision. Appeals Court Judge Elia found that the 
operation was based on the homophobia of the Mountain View 
Police Department, and that no solicitation or arrests would have 
taken place except for the advances made by undercover police 
officers. ▼

NY Times Catches LAPD In Misconduct to Gay Teen

“Whaddya want?” LAPD 
Officer Stout asks the 19-year- 
old bleached blond robbery vic¬ 
tim he’s just described as “act¬ 
ing like Boy George.” The vic¬ 
tim, “Julien,” has diamante 
studs in his ears and blue make¬ 
up smeared around tearful eyes. 
“I wanna be like you guys,” the 
gay teen replies. “I wanna be 
able to do just what I like.” 

‘“Hey, you can’t,’ says Stout, 
standing back, hands on hips. 
‘There’s eight studs here and 
I’m looking at you and I don’t 
see no stud. ... Did I say you 
could move? Stand still you 
[expletive] faggot. You’re a fag-' 
got aren’t you? You look like a 
faggot. ... Hey, you got AIDS?’ 

“Suddenly Julien sinks to his 
knees, spreads his arms and 
starts to wail: he has been 
robbed of all the money he had, 
$56, as well as his driver’s 
license and his passport; his 
mother had died, he had nothing 
to live for, no home to go to. 
‘This is an insane person,’ Julien 
says. ‘I’m a sissy. Let me go. I 
want to kill myself. I wanna kill 
myself because of people like 
you. I’ve never had any luck 
going to the cops.’...” 

“Is there something we can 
do?” asks Officer Clint Dona. 

“‘Yeah, kill me,’ says Julien, 
and stumbles across the street, 
toting his one remaining posses¬ 
sion, a six-pack of Coke.” 

“That wasn’t right,” Officer 
Dona says afterward. 

The story of what happened 
to Julien was one of several inci¬ 
dents described by writer 
Richard Rayner and pho¬ 
tographed by Joseph Rodriguez 
after a “ride-along” with units 
from the LAPD’s Ramparts 
Division for the January 22 edi¬ 
tion of the Sunday New York 
Times Magazine. The long cover 
story about the post-Rodney 
King Police Department has 
sparked a major furor within the 
Los Angeles lesbian and gay 
community, the LAPD, and the 
Police Commission. The LAPD 
immediately launched an inves¬ 
tigation. 

Lorri L. Jean, executive 
director of the Los Angeles Gay 
& Lesbian Community Service 
Center, a former federal bureau¬ 
crat and a well-known diplomat 
in an often hyperbolic commu¬ 
nity, was uncharacteristically 
furious at a January 27 news 
conference at the center. She 
called the incident “one of the 
most frightening and appalling” 
incidents of misconduct that 
involved a gay teenager “who 
called the police, assuming that 
they would help him; he had no 
idea how wrong he was. ... No 
Los Angelino, no matter how 
young, no matter how gay, no 
matter how scared and pitiful, 
no matter what their HIV status 
or whether they have a home, 
should have to fear or experi¬ 
ence this kind of gross and abu¬ 
sive misconduct by members of 
the LAPD. Corrupt officers like 
Officer Stout, and the ones who 
stood by and did nothing, give 
all officers a bad name. 

“We at the Gay & Lesbian 
Center have a message for 
Julien, if he is still alive. Julien, 
please come to the Gay & 
Lesbian Center. We have a shel¬ 
ter for homeless youth that has 
room for you. You can find a 
home and safety here, free from 
abuse by the LAPD. 

“The Gay & Lesbian Center 
also has a message for the 


LAPD: We will not tolerate hate 
crimes being perpetrated by our 
own police force. The mission 
of the LAPD is to serve and pro¬ 
tect, not seek and destroy. But 
that’s exactly what some offi¬ 
cers are doing to innocent 
homeless youth, youth who call 
them for help, not abuse and 
harassment. 

“When police officers behave 
like Officer Stout, and the others 
who stood by and did nothing, it 
victimizes all of us. If this is 
how some police officers behave 
in the presence of a reporter and 
a photographer, I shudder to 
think how they must behave 
when they are not under such 
scrutiny.” 

Jean was still furious when 
she gave similar testimony 
before the Los Angeles Police 
Commission on January 31. “It 
brought all my feelings of pro¬ 
tectiveness and matemalism that 
I sometimes feel about people 
who need the center the most,” 
Jean said in a later interview. “It 
really pressed my buttons. The 
abject arrogance to do it in front 
of a reporter. ... This individual 
is not fit to be a member of the 
LAPD. People can make mis¬ 
takes, but this is something 
entirely different.” 

Openly gay Police 
Commissioner Art Mattox was 
also distressed. As a longtime 
member of the Los Angeles Gay 
& Lesbian Police Advisory Task 
Force he had been instrumental 
in launching and maintaining 
the “cultural awareness” pro¬ 
grams at the Police Academy. 
And he had been a victim of a 
gay-bashing - a point he brought 
up during the police commis¬ 
sion hearing to point out that he 
had been treated well by the 
LAPD as he has been during his 
numerous ride-alongs. 

Nonetheless, in a police com¬ 
mission press released issued 
January 27 calling for an imme¬ 
diate investigation, Mattox said 
he was “sickened. ... As some¬ 
one who has been a victim of 
hate crimes, the allegations of 
victimizing victims are especial¬ 
ly disturbing. I cannot fully 
express my personal outrage 
and indignation at the incidents 
described in the New York 
Times." He said the police com¬ 
mission will closely monitor the 
investigation. 

City Councilmember Jackie 
Goldberg was also indignant, 
but she applauded the Ramparts 
Captain who called her immedi¬ 
ately after the article came out. 
“We have a problem,” he told 
her, then sent her the article, and 
filed a 181 personnel complaint 
on the officers’ misconduct, 
Goldberg said in a later inter¬ 
view. Ramparts is located in 
Goldberg’s district. 

While most of the Police 
Commission hearing and press 
briefing by LAPD Chief Willie 
Williams was taken up with the 
O.J. Simpson case - where the 
defense is alleging misconduct, 
conspiracy and a sloppy investi¬ 
gation - Williams did say that 
the department has a policy of 
“zero tolerance of discrimina¬ 
tion” and he is moving to expe¬ 
dite the investigation. The great 
majority of his officers, 
Williams said, do not behave 
this way. The chief also stressed 
that not everyone should auto¬ 
matically believe the media. 

According to LAPD 
Community Affairs Commander 
Tim McBride, the Internal 
Affairs unit that is conducting 
the investigation has located the 


reporter, but as of the B.A.R. 
press time he was not sure if 
Rayner had been interviewed or 
if he had surrendered tape 
recordings to substantiate that 
the incident happened in the 
way Rayner reported it. A report 
is expected in 30 days. 

Meanwhile, the plainclothes 
Internal Affairs detectives are 
searching for Julien. Because of 
the ongoing investigation, 
McBride could not comment on 
whether or not a police report 
was filed about the robbery 
involving Julien - although not 
filing it would breach policy. 

“Obviously we’re extremely 
concerned about the allega¬ 
tions,” he said in a phone inter¬ 
view. “We’ve made great strides 
with the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity and we don’t want those 
efforts to be damaged.” 

Mayor Richard Riordan, in 
an interview during the January 
28 Human Rights Campaign 
Fund dinner where he was hon¬ 
ored, said he had read the Times 
article. But he was careful in his 
response, urging education and 
“an understanding attitude” 
toward “people who knee-jerk 
think or talk this way.” 

However, when it was point¬ 
ed out that the 19-year-old 
might have committed suicide - 
pushed to it, Julien indicated, by 
the officers - Riordan said, 
“Certainly, if things go over the 
line to that extent where it 
becomes criminal, we have to 
do something about it - and that 
certainly sounded that way - but 
I think again that somehow or 


other that by becoming vindic¬ 
tive we make people get their 
back up more and they become 
more bigoted.” 

The center’s Lorri Jean, how¬ 
ever, thinks that in this instance, 
“Mayor Riordan’s instincts are 
misplaced.” Not everyone is as 
sensitive and understanding as 
the mayor, she says, and “not 
everyone can be educated. ... 
Franldy I don’t think it’s the 
mayor’s job to care about bigots - 
especially perpetrators of hate 
crimes who do not deserve the 
same level of protection and care 
as an innocent victim. I don’t 
think Mr. Riordan would suggest 
that the KKK, or people burning 
crosses or lynching someone or 
threatening to lynch someone, 
that we could just ‘educate’ them. 

“What people need to under¬ 
stand is that what Stout did to 
this youth is to gay people as 
serious as burning a cross on 
someone’s lawn - it victimizes 
us all.” 

LAPD Chief Willie Williams, 
Jean says, did not look at her dur¬ 
ing her three minutes of testimo¬ 
ny before the police commission. 
“This was not a minor hate crime 
that may have well facilitated or 
promoted the death of an inno¬ 
cent teenage crime victim,” Jean 
told the chief and the commis¬ 
sioners. “For the safety of the 
public, you should apply zero 
tolerance now and remove the 
officers from the street.” Stout’s 
actions are “compelling support” 
for the creation of a hate crimes 
unit and a liaison to the gay com¬ 
munity, she said. If the center’s 


demand to remove the officers 
from street duty is not met, she 
will go down and speak with the 
chief directly, she said later. 

Sharon Shaw Johnson, the 
Center’s Anti-Violence director, 
also testified before the commis¬ 
sion. A former reporter, Johnson 
notes that the New York Times 
would be very conscious about 
libel laws and probably would 
not print an account like that 
“without what it felt was ade¬ 
quate evidence of what hap¬ 
pened. ... I personally find it dif¬ 
ficult to believe that when it 
comes to the treatment of gays 
and lesbians, the entire Los 
Angeles Police Department 
maintains a purity that is exceed¬ 
ed only by a bar of Ivory soap.” 

Johnson gave the commis¬ 
sion hate crime statistics, citing 
a 1993 center survey of 1,395 
gays and lesbians in which 36.9 
percent reported changing their 
life in some way because they 
feared anti-gay and lesbian vio¬ 
lence; 61.4 percent reported one 
or more physical assault, harass¬ 
ment, or other violence during 
1993 - and of those who are 
assaulted, more than 20 percent 
reported that they considered 
police response inappropriate in 
some way. 

[At presstime. LAPD Com¬ 
mander Tim McBride confirmed 
to the B.A.R. that Julien has been 
found and appears well, but 
declined to give more details 
pending the Dept, of Internal 
Affairs investigation. McBride 
said LAPD hopes to have a report 
on the matter within a month.] ▼

PWA Company Produces 
Nightshirts, T-shirts, 
And a ‘Reason To Live’

As we look at possible treat¬ 
ments for people with AIDS, 
according to Gil Kudrin of the 
unusual firm “Night Sweats and 
T-Cells,” one extremely effec¬ 
tive option is making part time 
employment available to PWAs. 
Kudrin, 36, visited the Bay Area 
last week with both a mission - 
to visit a close friend in 
Hillsborough who is very ill 
with AIDS - and a message: that 
providing employment for peo¬ 
ple with AIDS on disability (on 
days when they are able) helps 
to keep them alive.

“Give somebody a reason to 
get out of bed in the morning 
and live,” he said in an interview 
with the Bay Area Reporter, 
“and that’s what they will do.” 

Kudrin, who is HIV-positive 
himself, is one of three people 
who run the small but growing 
company based in Kent, Ohio, 
home of Kent State University. 
Kudrin’s role in the company is 
that of spokesperson and head 
of public relations and market¬ 
ing. 

Michael Deighan, the com¬ 
pany’s production manager, is 
Kudrin’s lover. 

Kudrin also holds a full-time 
job as an engineer in a hospital 
and says he is basically a volun¬ 
teer with Night Sweats and T- 
Cells; although he owns part of 
the company, he said he doesn’t 
get paid for what he does. 

“In 1994 we employed 
around 20 people part time,” 
Kudrin said. “We have hopes 
this year will be much bigger 
than the past year. 

“We don’t look at our com¬ 
pany as belonging to any one of 
us, it belongs to people with 
AIDS. It provides more than 
just income. What we’ve done is 
create more than a company - 
it’s a collective. 

“What we’ve found as we 
travel around the country is peo¬ 
ple with AIDS coming up to us 
to ask if we have a branch in that 
city, or if we know of a similar 
company in their city. To our 
knowledge we are the only for- 
profit company like this in the 
country,” Kudrin said. 

“We’re a bunch of people 
with AIDS, and we’re trying to 
make money and to help our 
friends make money in order to 
live with dignity,” Kudrin 
added. 

The company takes people 
who are on disability and who 
are trying to exist on $500 or 
$600 a month. “If they are 
healthy enough to work one day 
a week and if we have work they 
come to work one day a week,” 
he said. Now he would like to 
see laws changed to allow for 
some earnings without jeopar¬ 
dizing PWAs’ benefits. 

Last August, Kudrin present¬ 
ed a lecture at the National 
Skills Building Conference in 
Atlanta entitled Employment, a 
Treatment Option That Works. 
Since then, the state of South 
Carolina asked the company to 
come to its annual AIDS confer¬ 
ence “so we could talk about our 
program, because they have an 
interest in starting a similar pro¬ 
ject,” Kudrin reported. He wish¬ 
es other states were as proactive. 

“As a country - in the next 
decade - we are facing hundreds 
of thousands of people living 
with a disability. We cannot 
afford that. Our government has 
done nothing with the fact that 
people with AIDS are living 
longer now.” 

Nightsweats and T-cells has 
set up booths and paid for travel 
and time for people with AIDS 
at the March on Washington,

The Gay Games, the Quilt 
Display in October of 1992, 
Atlanta Gay Pride, and Boston 
Gay Pride celebrations, Kudrin 
said. “We pay for all of their 
expenses and they are enabled 
to able to attend the event.” 

After company representa¬ 
tives “met photographer David 
Morgan at the Gay Games 1994, 
he agreed to donate photos to 
us,” Kudrin said. 

Kudrin met with officials at 
Shanti Project while he was in 
San Francisco to discuss the 
lamentable progression of peo¬ 
ple with HIV, both into AIDS 
and into poverty - ironically, as 
a result of better treatments that 
extend lives. 

“It’s not a question of 
whether you are going to live in 
poverty, but a question of 
when," Kudrin said. “Having 
AIDS is expensive.” 

Originally, founders of the 
company sought to compensate 
for those expenses by selling T- 
shirts out of the trunk of a car 
and giving the proceeds to 
PWAs. But as time went on the 
recipients became participants 
in the firm, and the company’s 
complete line is designed by 
people with AIDS, he told the 
B.A.R. The firm, he said, offers 
“an unedited forum. Our T- 
shirts are our method of sticking 
our message in people’s faces. 

“We do everything in house 
and as cheaply as we can,” he 
continued, “but we do quality 
products.” And the combination 
of quality and content is paying 
off: Nightsweats & T-cells has 
so far sold over 10,000 of its 
best-selling shirt, “All I want is 
the cure and my friends back.” 

Kudrin himself visited the 
B.A.R. wearing a white T-shirt 
with bright fluorescent pink let¬ 
ters saying simply, if bluntly, 
“HIV+.” 

“You never have to wait in 
long lines with that on,” he 
joked. “At least not in Ohio.” 

“Larry Kramer wore the 
HIV+ shirt on the day of the 
Gay Pride March up Fifth 
Avenue this summer,” Kudrin 
said proudly. And one other hot 
selling T-shirt displays x)ne of 
Kramer’s own quotes: “Each

and every minute of my life I must 
act as if I already have AIDS and 
am fighting for my life.” 

Still another popular shirt says 
“Patients aren’t stupid.” It’s the 
only shirt Kurdin wears when he’s 
in the hospital. “In the fight against 
HIV,” he said dryly, “think of them 
as combat gear.” Even as far away 
as London, the company’s “Beefy 
T’s” got an admiring look from the 
publication BOYZ , which called 
them “definitely an antidote to all 
those cheeky, chipper gay slogan 
T-shirts that have been around for 


the last year or two.” 

The best-selling shirts are also 
available translated into Spanish, 
reflecting an escalating incidence of 
AIDS among younger Spanish¬ 
speaking men. The T-shirts sell for 
$15 at festivals and celebrations, but 
frequently cost more in stores. T

endangering non-gays. 

San Francisco Mayor Frank Jordan wrote a 
letter to KSFO’s general manager on the mat¬ 
ter, in which he described Emerson’s HIV 
broadcasts as “absolutely false” and a threat to 
“the public health and safety of our citizens,” 

“Mr. Emerson does have the right to free 
speech,” Jordan added. “He does not have the 
right to go unchallenged.” 

Bigotry Is Bad Business 

Meanwhile, as KSFO’s management con¬ 
tinues to ignore complaints about the radio sta¬ 
tion’s homophobic broadcasts, the station’s 
advertisers seem to be getting the message 
loud and clear. Convinced that hatred doesn’t 
sell, major sponsors are rapidly canceling their 
advertising accounts. 

According to an ACT UP tally, companies 
that have pulled out include Safeway Stores, 
Virgin Atlantic, the California State Lottery 
Board, and AT&T. A number of businesses, 
however, still don’t know what they’re paying 
for. Companies currently advertising on KSFO 
include Vantage Press, Gold Bond Powder, 
Tide (Procter & Gamble), and IBM.

Over The Wall 

The front page of The Wall Street Journal's 
February 2nd issue features “Who Needs 
Oprah? San Francisco Has Board of 
Supervisors,” an article by staff reporter G. 
Pascal Zachary. In a weak and failed attempt at 
wit, Zachary pans San Francisco’s eclectic city 
government. 

Noting several times that the city’s 11- 
member board of supervisors includes two les¬ 
bians and a gay man, Zachary derides the 
board as “more oddball than ever” and “a long- 
running joke.” He also trivializes newly-enact¬ 
ed legislation intended to protect the civil 
rights of San Francisco’s transgendered citi¬ 
zens. 

Zachary dismisses the transgender legisla¬ 
tion in the same mocking breath that he uses to 
describe Supervisor Angela Alioto’s eating 
habits (she gives “speeches with her mouth full 
of food,” Zachary reports). “And then there is 
the transgender rights law,” Zachary quips, 
“which passed in December after an elaborate 
and angst-ridden public hearing on the plight 
of the sexually and sartorially ambiguous.” 


It is extremely unfortunate that - on the 
front page of the nation’s preeminent business 
newspaper - a reporter fails to grasp the dis¬ 
tinction between landmark civil rights legisla¬ 
tion and bad table manners. Zachary’s article 
demonstrates the ignorance of disdain; he 
offers ridicule in lieu of reporting on a com¬ 
munity that is widely oppressed and deeply 
misunderstood. This “reporter” completely 
missed an opportunity to raise the nation’s dim 
awareness about transgender/transsexual 
issues.'.'

TV Guidance 

“During the past year, television has 
demonstrated over and over that a kiss is NOT 
just a kiss when the audience is watching two 
people of the same sex lock lips.” So begins 
Dennis McDougal’s feature article, “The Static 
Over ’Silence’,” which appears in the February 
4th issue TV Guide . The article examines the 
controversy surrounding the fact-based NBC 
movie, Serving in Silence: The Margarethe 
Cammermeyer Story. 

Specifically, McDougal focuses on a scene 
at the movie’s conclusion, in which two les¬ 
bian lovers are seen kissing. He reports that, 
after months of intense lobbying, the Family 
Defense Council and Traditional Values 
Coalition (TVC) failed to censor that kiss. 

According to the TVC’s “Reverend” Lou 
Sheldon, broadcasting the kiss will “damage 
the heterosexual ethic among common folks in 
middle America.” “The values of America are 
Adam and Eve, not Adam and Steve ... or in 
this case. Eve and Stephanie,” Sheldon told 
McDougal. Through comments from actress 
Glenn Close (who plays the film’s title role), as 
well as from Cammermeyer herself, 
McDougal offers sufficient rebuttal to 
Sheldon’s paranoia. 

In an incidental, yet interesting, remark, 
Sheldon also told McDougal that he first 
learned about Serving in Silence by reading a 
cover story in Out magazine, a national les- 
bian/gay monthly. The revelation suggests an 
amusing image of “Reverend” Sheldon settling 
down for a typical reading session ... Bible in 
one hand, a copy of Playguy in the other. But 
Sheldon’s comment serves as a more serious 
reminder, as well. To fuel a non-stop (though 
hardly non-profit!) propaganda machine, the 
“Christian” Right devotes considerable energy 
to monitoring - and then distorting - the con¬ 
tent of lesbian/gay media. By contrast, the les- 
bian/gay community’s efforts to monitor right 
wing media are relatively nascent. 

Unfortunately, McDougal’s article glosses 
over the central role played by the mass media 
in any struggle for liberation. However, he 
does explain that Cammermeyer - a self- 
described “private person” - felt a moral oblig¬ 
ation to participate in the making of this 
movie. “Her own career had been cut short,” 
McDougal writes, “but she believed that by 
presenting her story on TV, she had an oppor¬ 
tunity to prevent the same thing from happen¬ 
ing to other gay soldiers.” He quotes 
Cammermeyer, who says: “I decided I really 
didn’t have a right not to try to speak out.”

San Francisco Municipal 
Court Judge Herbert 
Donaldson, Lyon-Martin 
Women’s Health Services, and 
the new government of South 
Africa will be honored with 
awards next Thursday, February 
16, at the 15th anniversary din¬ 
ner of Bay Area Lawyers for 
Individual Freedom (BALIF). 
BALIF is the largest gay and 
lesbian bar association in the 
country. 

Judge Deborah Batts of the 
U. S. District Court for the 
Southern District of New York 
will be keynote speaker, Jeffrey 
Sloan, dinner co-chair, 
informed the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

Judge Batts, a former law 
professor at Fordham Law 
School, was nominated for the 
federal bench by Senator Daniel 
Patrick Moynihan. She is a 
graduate of Harvard University 
and former Assistant U. S. 
Attorney in Manhattan. 

Judge Batts, one of the 
nation’s few African-American 
federal court judges, is also the 
nation’s first openly gay or les¬ 
bian federal court judge. 

Judge Donaldson will be 
honored by BALIF for more 
than 30 years of leadership in 
the Bay Area gay and lesbian 
legal community. Donaldson 
was appointed to the San 
Francisco Municipal Court 
bench in 1982, after early 
BALIF board members lobbied 
for his appointment, the B.A.R. 
learned from BALIF Co-chair 
Donna Brorby. 

Before he became a judge, 
Donaldson was a legal advisor 
to lesbian and gay persons 
attending the now infamous 
1965 New Year’s Ball at 
California Hall. Although he 
made an effort to reduce friction 
between partygoers and police, 
he was arrested at the scene 
after attempting to exclude 
plainclothes officers who would 
not identify themselves and 
who failed to produce a war¬ 
rant. 

Lyon-Martin Woman’s 
Health Services will receive 
BALIF’s annual Community 
Service Award. Since 1970, 
Lyon-Martin has provided qual¬ 
ity healthcare services to les¬ 
bian and other women without 
regard to their ability to pay. 

Under its new Constitution, 
the new government of South 
Africa has extended full human 
rights to gay men, lesbians, and 
bisexuals. As a result, BALIF 
will present a special Civil 
Rights Award to Jacques 
Jordaan, consul of the govern¬ 
ment of the Republic of South 
Africa who will be present at 
the dinner. 

The dinner will be at the 
Hyatt Regency San Francisco 
Hotel at the Embarcadero. 

A 7:30 p.m. dinner will be 
preceded by a no host bar and 
complimentary hors d’oeuvres 
at 5:30 p.m. Tickets are $60 for

prevention in his new budget (from $2.7 to $2.9 
billion). Meanwhile, AIDS deaths in America have 
passed the quarter-million mark. Despite the wel¬ 
come request for an increase, I sometimes question 
if this killer plague is of much more concern to the 
current D.C. gang than it was to Bush and Reagan. 

In last year’s big California races. Governor 
Wilson outspent Kathleen Brown by nearly $7 mil¬ 
lion, while sore loser Mike Huffington outspent 
incumbent Dianne Feinstein by $17 million. Yes, 
you read it right: $17 million. Needless to say, both 
the governor’s and the U.S. senate race were the 
most expensive in the nation’s history. 

I keep wondering why the Washington press 
corps is having such a good time beating up on 
President Clinton. Case in point, after his recent 
State of the Union address, 80 percent of the 
Americans polled responded positively to the 
President’s speech, while a similar percentage of 
the press stories were negative. This merely con¬ 
firms that when you’re down, the press will do all 
it can to keep you there. 

New York’s new Republican attorney general, 
Dennis Vacco, last week quietly removed sexual 
orientation from a list of classes protected against 
bias by his office. A spokesperson for Vacco 
explained that the attorney general “simply wanted 
to make his office’s practices consistent with state 
law.”

Born in Key West, Florida, Smith 
grew up in Jackson, Mississippi in a 
Navy family, and met Milk when he 
moved to New York in 1969. After Milk 
moved to San Francisco in 1972, Smith 
followed at Milk’s request. 

The couple opened the now leg¬ 
endary Castro Camera store at 575 
Castro Street the same year and 
remained business partners for the next 
six years, although they were no longer 
lovers by the time Milk was assassinat¬ 
ed in 1978. 

In recent years. Smith had worked as 
a travel agent for Cook Travel and 
served on the board of directors of the 
organization that produces the Castro 
Street Fair. 

Last month Smith traveled to 
Houston, Texas, where he was feted by 
the Houston Grand Opera during the 
world premiere of the opera Harvey 
Milk by librettist Michael Korie and 
composer Stewart Wallace. 

The reception and recognition Smith 
received in Houston “was terrific and 
appropriate,” Robinson told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

“The best way I could say it is that he 
was the keeper of the flame, if anybody 
wanted to know more about Harvey and 


all of that [history]. The Harvey Milk 
archives were at Scott’s house. There 
were two parts to the archives: there are 
the boxes of records and papers, and 
there were Scott’s own recollections,” 
Robinson said. 

“He was coming into his own rather 
than living in the constant shadow, and I 
thought that was terrific. He was very 
pleased,” Robinson said. “It’s going to 
take a while to sink in. 

“To say that I’m devastated is to put 
it mildly,” he said. 

Longtime gay and AIDS activist 
Chuck Frutchey expressed shock at 
Smith’s sudden death - and said that 
Smith did much to help develop the 
Castro neighborhood as a center for the 
gay community. 

“He did more than most people 
know, and he will be missed in a thou¬ 
sand little ways,” Frutchey said. 

On Monday, February 6 the San 
Francisco board of supervisors 
adjourned in Smith’s memory at the 
request of Supervisor Tom Ammiano. 

A potluck party honoring Smith will 
be held at photographer Danny 
Nicoletta’s loft at 320 Fell Street this 
Sunday, February 12 from 2-6 p.m.

Notes From the Second 
National Retrovirus Conference 


News and analysis

The Second National 
Conference on Human 
Retroviruses and Related 
Infections drew 2300 top 
researchers to Washington 
January 29 to February 2. The 
premier scientific event was 
sponsored by the American 
Society for Microbiology in col¬ 
laboration with the National 
Institutes of Health (NIH) and 
Centers for Disease Control 
(CDC). 

It offered participants the 
opportunity to explain recent 
papers, discuss unpublished 
data, and flack positions and 
products. All claimed the mantle 
of objectivity, while most 
seemed to note its occasional 
lapse in at least some portion of 
their colleagues. 

The event seemed to be loos¬ 
ening up in tone as the field con¬ 
tinues to expand and mature. 
There was less adherence to 
dogma imposed from the top, 
more divergence of opinion, and 
more willingness to question. 

Sobering facts that colored 
the event were confirmation that 
HIV can begin reproducing after 
only ten hours in a cell, that it 
infects literally billions of cells 
from the first days of infection, 
and that it has a remarkably 
short “half life” or life cycle, 
with half of the virus dying off 
in two days. Those factors help 
to explain why the virus can 
mutate so quickly and develop 
resistance to medications. The 
data was published in the 
January 11 issue of Nature. 

Here are some scenes from 
the Conference. 

The Killer: 

The Centers for Disease 
Control’s Howard Jaffe 
announced that AIDS moved up 
to become the number one killer 
of all young adults (25-44) in 
the United States in 1993. It had 
been the leading cause of death 
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for young males for several 
years, and occupies the number 
four slot for women. But the 
combined numbers put it over 
the top. 

CDC counts 441,528 cumu¬ 
lative cases of AIDS. The num¬ 
bers ballooned in 1993 with 
changes in AIDS-defining con¬ 
ditions which greatly increased 
the number of women meeting 
the definition. New cases have 
plateaued at about 20,000 per 
quarter. Some 270,000 have 
died. 

Jaffe said that new cases in 
all gay men seem to be stabiliz¬ 
ing. But he is concerned by sera 
studies in certain major cities 
which show that young gay men 
are still getting infected at a rate 
of 2-3% a year. He fears stabi¬ 
lization is only temporary, 
reflecting earlier patterns of 
change, and may again move 
upward as the more recently 
infected develop full blown 
AIDS. 

Homosexual contact, at 
43.3%, continues to slip by per¬ 
centile, but remains the largest 
single means of contracting the 
disease. The face of AIDS con¬ 
tinues to darken. Sixty percent 
of new cases are now among 
African Americans and 
Hispanics. Women are 17% of 
the total caseload, but represent 
its fastest-growing segment. 

PCP remains the largest 
AIDS defining opportunistic 
infection, despite prophylaxis 
therapies which make that 
unnecessary. Jaffe attributes this 
to “the spread of AIDS into 
medically underserved commu¬ 
nities.” Many are not aware they 
are HIV-positive until they 
arrive at a hospital emergency 
room with PCP. 

Tlie Leader: 

The public persona of scien¬ 
tific knowledge on AIDS is Dr. 
Anthony Fauci, Director of the 
National Institute of Allergies 
and Infectious Diseases at NIH. 

Fauci argued in theory for a 
two-prong approach of “knock¬ 
ing down the virus” and “build¬ 
ing up the immune system” as 
making “good scientific sense.” 
But his current preference was 
clearly for the later. 

His language and tone left no 
doubt that he places little value 
on the current generation of 
antiretrovirals, especially their 
early use. He noted the rapidity 
with which HIV mutates in the 
human body and his fears of 
being “left with a resistant 
mutant.” 

Fauci talked of his recently 
published work on “long-term 
non-progressors” and use of 
interleukin-2 (IL-2), a cytokine, 
to stimulate rebuilding of CD8 
within the immune system. The 
paper had been based on ten 
patients, while his discussion 
included incomplete data on 55 
more. 

The patients who responded 
best were those with CD4 
counts above 200, often as high 
as 400. Their levels rose by at 
least fifty percent and were sus¬ 
tained when therapy was 
stopped, often for months on 
end. Those with counts below 
100 did not respond positively. 
Fauci postulates there are levels 
below which it is significantly 
more difficult to reconstitute the 
immune system. 

Fauci urged PWAs to see this 


continuing study as encourage¬ 
ment that “the body is capable 
of dealing with HIV infection,” 
“that there are post defense 
mechanisms that can contain the 
virus,” and that we are discover¬ 
ing “a scientific basis to amplify 
those [defenses].” 

Kaposi’s Sarcoma: 

Researchers presented 
“strong evidence” that viruses 
found in several forms of KS 
lesions are an “independent 
virus.” They believe the link is 
causal and will soon prove it. 

Drs. Patrick Moore and Yuan 
Chang, working at Columbia 
University, made the initial dis¬ 
coveries which have since been 
independently confirmed at 
other laboratories. 

They found DNA of viral ori¬ 
gin in various forms of KS 
lesions. Of the 16 partial or 
whole gene segments they iden¬ 
tified, 15 are similar to herpes- 
type viruses. The other bears 
resemblance to tumor-produc¬ 
ing viruses. They have tentative¬ 
ly named it Kaposi Sarcoma 
Associated Herpes Virus 
(KSHV). At 200 cell bases it is 
“the largest human herpes 
virus.” 

They have been able to grow 
the virus in culture, but not yet 
see it under an electron micro¬ 
scope, which comports with pat¬ 
terns of other herpes type virus¬ 
es. 

They speculated that the 
transmission mode is similar to 
other herpes viruses, through 
sexual contact, and that it could 
occur simultaneous with or 
independent of HIV infection. It 
appears to be another oppor¬ 
tunistic infection. It is very rare 
in women, which suggests a 
possible hormonal link to vul¬ 
nerability to KSHV 

They suggested that anti-her¬ 
pes drugs might have some 
impact on treating KS. Its DNA 
nature means that KSHV is 
more stable than the RNA-based 
HIV virus, and hence is less 
likely to develop drug-resistant 
mutations. 

Saliva: 

One possible explanation of 
the apparently low transmission 
rate of HIV through oral sex 
was offered by Drs. Tessie 
McNeely and Sharon Wahl of 
the National Institute of Dental 
Research at NIH. 

They found a small protein 
called secretory leukocyte pro¬ 
tease inhibitor (SLPI - pro¬ 
nounced “slippy”) that attaches 
to the surface of blood cells and 
blocks infection by HIV. SLPI 
does not work by attaching itself 
to CD4 receptors, the binding 
point for HIV, and therefore 
blocking entry to HIV, but by 
some other mechanism. 

“The next step is to identify 
the SLPI receptor and determine 
the role it plays in HIV entry 
into host cells,” said McNeely. 
She cautioned that the work was 
preliminary and in vitro, with 
little understanding of how 
much protection SLPI may offer 
in humans, or the viability of the 
protein in environments other 
than mucous membranes. 

A cautionary note - while 
oral sex may seem less risky 
than other sexual activities there 
are still very real risks. Some 
possibilities are that your indi-

Scientist: Herpesvirus 
Is Likely Cause of KS 


Anti-HIV Protease 
Inhibitor Found in Saliva

WASHINGTON - A small protein found in saliva 
inhibits production of the AIDS virus in test tubes, 
researchers from the National Institute of Dental Research 
said Tuesday, January 31. 

The researchers have been attempting to understand 
why HIV, the virus which causes AIDS, is rarely spread 
through saliva. But they are uncertain whether this protein 
actually plays a role in suppressing HIV in saliva. 

The protein, called secretory leukocyte protease 
inhibitor, or SLPY, is the second substance in saliva found 
to inhibit HIV. Within the past year, researchers have found 
that mucus binds to the virus, making it unable to infect 
healthy immune cells. 

The new substance does not prevent HIV from binding 
to the cells, but it appears to interfere with the virus’s repro¬ 
duction, said Tessi McNeely, a scientist with the National 
Institute of Dental Research, in Bethesda, Maryland. It 
reduced by 95 percent the viral activity associated with a 
form of white blood cell. 

Other substances found in saliva also may inhibit the 
virus, McNeely said, noting researchers still do not know 
what role the protein plays in preventing spread of HIV 
through saliva. 

“I’m sure it’s not the only component in saliva which 
can inhibit HIV. It just happens to be the one we’re study¬ 
ing,” McNeely told United Press International. 

Further, the exact role of this component is unknown, 
she said at the Second National Conference on Human 
Retroviruses and Related Infections. 

“I would like to think it plays a role in the process, but 
we have no proof right now.” Until researchers get that 
proof, McNeely said adding, “It’s too early to say whether 
it can be turned into a drug for the treatment of HIV.” T

vidual SLPI may be “defective” 
or even the best may not be 
capable of handling a “mas¬ 
sive” HIV viral load or a mutat¬ 
ed virus. Open sores or other 
vectors may make it easier to 
enter the bloodstream quickly, 
more directly, and with little 
exposure to SLPI. Finally, it 
says nothing about protection 
from exposure to opportunistic 
infections (see KS above). 

New Directions I: 

There were further clues 
that personal genetic character¬ 
istics are factors in HIV pro¬ 
gression. Australian re¬ 
searchers reported that AIDS 
patients of certain HLA genet¬ 
ic type are at high risk of 
Mycobacterium avium com¬ 
plex (MAC) disease. HLA typ¬ 
ing has long been used to iden¬ 
tify and match tissue character¬ 
istics for organ transplants. 

HLA-B8 and HLA-B35 
affect different stages and 
opportunistic infections of HIV 
disease. “HLA-B8 is associat¬ 
ed with rapid early loss of CD4 
cells but less risk of Kaposi’s 
Sarcoma and the risk of oppor¬ 
tunistic infection at any given 
CD4 count was not increased. 

“In contrast, HLA-B35 was 
associated with rapid loss of 
CD4 cells and rapid progres¬ 
sion of death later in the course 
of HIV disease. HLA-B35 was 
also associated with an 
increased risk of MAC infec¬ 
tion at any given CD4 count, 
such that most patients with 
HLA-B35 developed MAC 
infection if their CD4 counts 
fell to very low levels.” The 
study advised early prophylax¬ 
is antibody intervention for 
patients with those tissue char¬ 
acteristics. 

New Directions II: 

A body of literature has 
appeared over the last fifteen 


years that discusses the pres¬ 
ence of endogenous retrovirus¬ 
es (ERVs) as a cofactor in 
development of several types 
of pathogens. In humans they 
are known as HERVs (human). 
At least 50 ERVs have worked 
their way into every strand of 
mammal DNA over the course 
of millions of years of evolu¬ 
tion. The literature has been 
broadly scattered and largely 
ignored. 

Dr. Howard Urnovitz has 
taken a look at this trove and 
come to propose that HERVs 
are a significant cofactor in 
individual susceptibility to 
HIV infection, progression 
of that infection to AIDS, 
and even vulnerability to 
particular opportunistic 
infections. 

He believes that a number 
of infectious agents can acti¬ 
vate specific HERVs within 
individuals. These in turn form 
a synergy to attack the host 
cells. HIV is one of the most 
efficient agents at forming this 
synergy. 

Urnovitz points to a mouse 
endogenous retrovirus 

(MERV) model that is a 
known cofactor in cancer in 
that species. He cites studies 
that took a HERV which is 
similar to the MERV, cloned it, 
and cultured it with human 
lymphocytes. It shut off cell 
mediated immunity. “There is 
no HIV-1 peptide you can 
chop up and do the kind of 
damage you can do with a 
mouse 17 amino acid 
sequence.” He wants 
researchers to begin looking at 
HERVs as a cofactor in the 
progression to AIDS. 

One left the Conference 
with a profound realization that 
science is something that can 
be done in the controlled envi¬ 
ronment of a test tube. 
Translating that into the infi¬ 
nitely more complex environ¬ 
ment of individual human bod¬ 
ies remains very much more of 
an art. ▼

WASHINGTON - A 
Columbia University researcher 
said Tuesday, January 31 his 
team has new evidence that a 
recently discovered herpesvirus 
causes Kaposi’s Sarcoma, a can¬ 
cer associated with AIDS but 
not exclusively restricted to 
HIV-positive people. 

The new virus, closely relat¬ 
ed to two other cancer-causing 
herpesviruses, was found in 
Kaposi’s sarcoma lesions in 20 
of 21 patients, including 
patients without AIDS. 

The evidence is “very 
strong” that the herpesvirus 
causes Kaposi’s sarcoma, and 
researchers have temporarily 
dubbed the new virus “Kaposi’s 
sarcoma-associated her¬ 

pesvirus,” said Dr. Patrick 
Moore, of Columbia University 
School of Public Health. 

That a herpesvirus might be 
linked to these lesions was sug¬ 
gested in December in an article 
by Moore in the journal Science. 
But researchers then only said 
they found herpesvirus-like 
genetic material in the lesions, 
and that perhaps the virus might 
be colonizing the lesions 


because the patient’s immune 
system was weakened by AIDS. 

This new research, however, 
shows that the virus also colo¬ 
nized lesions of patients who 
had healthy immune systems. 
The virus was found in lesions 
of ten patients who did not have 
AIDS, Moore told United Press 
International. 

It was found in lesions of all 
but one of 21 patients in the lat¬ 
est study, and in 25 of 27 
patients in an earlier study. 

“We find it in almost all 
types of KS that we’ve tested so 
far,” he said. It was not found in 
patients that did not have either 
AIDS or Kaposi’s sarcoma, a 
cancer involving blood vessels 
that causes darkened lesions to 
appear on the skin. 

“This strongly suggests it’s 
involved with the genesis of this 
cancer.” 

The new virus is closely 
related to two other herpesvirus¬ 
es that cause cancer - Epstein- 
Barr Virus, and a herpesvirus 
that causes lymphomas in mon¬ 
keys. It is less closely related to 
the virus that causes human gen¬ 
ital herpes. 

While parts of the new virus 
are strikingly similar to these 
two other viruses, researchers 
are certain it is a herpesvirus 


that has not been identified 
before. Scientists have identi¬ 
fied 15 of the virus’s genes. 

“It’s too different from all the 
known herpesviruses,” Moore 
said. Many questions about the 
virus remain, though. Its preva¬ 
lence in the general population 
is unknown, and how long it has 
existed also is not certain. 

Cases of Kaposi’s sarcoma 
have been documented as far 
back as the 1870s. (The newslet¬ 
ter Reappraising AIDS , a publi¬ 
cation circulated among people 
who doubt HIV is in any way 
related to AIDS, claims KS 
“was described in the Ebers 
papyrus dating from 1600 
B.C.”) 

What the finding might mean 
for treatment also is uncertain, 
especially until the finding is 
confirmed by other researchers. 

Moore said, “I’m not even 
willing to speculate at this time” 
about treatment. 

The research was presented 
the 2nd National Conference on 
Human Retroviruses and 
Related Infections, sponsored 
by the American Society for 
Microbiology, in collaboration 
with the National Institutes of 
Health and the U.S. Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention.

Psychoneuroimmunology

Recognizing the profound 
influences exerted by the ner¬ 
vous system on immune status, 
psychologists at three sites in 
the country are testing psycho¬ 
logical intervention programs 
designed to slow, stop, or 
reverse the progression of HIV 
disease. The most evolved of 
these programs was developed 
by Dr Jeffrey Leiphart, Ph.D., 
Clinical Director at the Lesbian 
and Gay Men’s Community 
Center in San Diego. 

Leiphart bases his 19-point 
co-factor counseling program 
for HIV-positive individuals on 
the scientific theory, experimen¬ 
tal research, and clinical prac¬ 
tice of psychoneuroimmunolo¬ 
gy (PNI). PNI is the medical 
specialty that studies the inter¬ 
actions between the nervous 
system and the immune system. 
The 19 co-factors are separate 
life issues that include belief 
that HIV= death, unresolved 
grief, sustained fight-or-flight 
stress, and other psychological 
issues that can be modified by 
appropriate counseling. 

Leiphart’s ongoing research 
indicates that a healthy psycho¬ 
logical approach to HIV disease 
can be beneficial to the immune 
system. 

Leiphart calls his program 
the L.I.F.E. (Learning Immune 
Function Enhancement) pro¬ 
gram. His unique contribution to 


PNI is the 19 specific co-factors 
that he identified during 15 
years of clinical psychology 
practice with HIV-positive and 
AIDS-diagnosed individuals. 
Leiphart paid special attention 
to the attitudes and beliefs of 
long-term survivors in selecting 
his list of co-factors. He has 
begun to gather clinical data that 
includes measures of immune 
function as a result of the inter¬ 
ventions that he has crafted. 

That first phase in the pro¬ 
gram is a detailed assessment of 
each participant’s stage of dis¬ 
ease and an assessment of each 
participant’s performance on the 
19 issues. A long questionnaire 
establishes a percentile for each 
co-factor; for example, if you 
doubt that the progression from 
HIV to death is inevitable and 
allow for the possibility of long¬ 
term survival, you score high on 
that co-factor. Scores above 
80% are charted in the “health 
enhancing zone,’’ while scores 
below 20% are in the “health 
destructive zone.” Any co-factor 
that is scored in the destructive 
zone gets immediate special 
attention from the staff of pro¬ 
fessional counselors at the cen¬ 
ter. 

In the second phase, the 
client’s co-factors that have 
been identified as weak and 
potentially immunosuppressive 
are given remedial attention. 
The participant receives individ¬ 
ual, one-on-one attention with 
two goals in mind: to improve 
co-factors performance for 


issues requiring additional hold, 
while the third phase comprises 
weekly group meetings where 
participants continue to provide 
each other with mutual support 
and information exchange on 
co-factor performance. 

The L.I.F.E. program was 
originally developed in the gay 
community, but it is currently 
being adapted for use in the 
Latino, black, and hemophiliac 
communities. 

AIDS service organizations 
throughout San Diego county, 
and increasingly throughout the 
country, are asking to send 
counselors to the center to learn 
the techniques of co-factor 
counseling. A recent talk at the 


Pasteur Institute in Paris has 
sparked interest in a shared 
research protocol on the effects 
of PNI on the course of HIV dis¬ 
ease. A Spanish version of the 
L.I.F.E. program begins next 
week in San Ysidro near the bor¬ 
der with Mexico. Clients from 
both Mexico and San Diego 
have registered for the course. 

A presentation in San 
Francisco of the 19 co-factors 
on Wednesday, February 22 will 
be co-sponsored by Native 
American AIDS Project, 
Healing Alternatives, Project 
Inform, and the Brothers’ 
Network. The presentation, enti¬ 
tled “Psychosocial Co-factor 
Counseling as Immune 


Boosting Treatment in HIV 
Infection,” will be held at the 
Metropolitan Community 
Church, located at 150 Eureka 
Street, at 7:30 p.m. Admission is 
free, but donations are request¬ 
ed. 

Why all the excitement about 
PNI and the L.I.F.E. program? 
Simply put, we have suspected 
that there are good ways to fight 
HIV and bolster our immune 
system without resorting to 
drugs. Leiphart is a health pro¬ 
fessional, and stresses that the 
L.I.F.E. program is most effec¬ 
tive if used in addition to tradi¬ 
tional western medicine, rather 
than as a replacement. One co¬ 
factor is the patient-doctor rela¬ 
tionship; the evidence is clear 
that patients who work in part¬ 
nership with their physicians are 
healthier and survive longer. 
Another co-factor specifically 
looks at the way we develop a 
convalescence plan to meet our 
needs if and when we are sick 
and confined to home for any 
period of time. A third co-factor 
addresses general knowledge of 
HIV and what options are avail¬ 
able to fight it and its associated 
opportunistic infections. Like 
other successful psychological 
interventions, PNI seeks to inte¬ 
grate existing medical and sci¬ 
entific knowledge in ways that 
are accessible to the average 
person. T

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HIV Infection Trend 
Moving Toward Women

GENEVA - The World 
Health Organization said 
Wednesday, February 8, the 
number of women infected with 
HIV accounts for 50 percent of 
all new infections and that an 
estimated 7 to 8 million women 
of childbearing age are infected 
with the virus that causes AIDS. 

The U.N. agency said that 50 
to 60 percent of HIV infections 
occur in young people aged 15 
to 24, mainly girls. As more and 
more women are becoming 
infected, mother-to-infant trans¬ 
mission is growing, it said. 

The WHO said that of the 
estimated 7 to 8 million women 
of childbearing age infected 
with HIV, 5.5 million were in 
Africa and 1.3 million in South 
and Southeast Asia. 

In Africa, the female-to-male 
ratio is estimated to be six 
women infected for every four 
men. 

WHO said women accounted 
for about 50 percent of all new 
infections worldwide. 

The statistics were released 
during a three-day meeting at 
the WHO headquarters in 
Geneva of more than 50 dele¬ 
gates, mainly women who are 
parliamentarians or members of 
non-government organizations. 

The meeting, organized by 
the WHO, was held to prepare 
for the fourth world conference 
on women, which is to take 
place in Beijing in September. It 
is not clear at this stage whether 
Chinese authorities will grant 
visas to people infected with 
HIV. 


“Beijing offers us a golden 
opportunity. The vulnerability 
of women to HIV-AIDS is a 
serious problem which calls for 
concerted global efforts,” said 
Nanna Konadu Agyeman 
Rawlings, the first lady of 
Ghana, who heads a women’s 
organization. 

Participants at the meeting 
outlined six objectives to com¬ 
bat the spread of the disease 
among women. The objectives 
are; defend women’s rights and 
ethics and enforce legislation to 
improve their status; provide 
opportunities to develop and 
make available female-con¬ 
trolled methods to prevent HIV 
infection; target and encourage 
men to care for their HIV-posi¬ 
tive women and children social¬ 
ly and economically; maximize 
integrated services and other 
resources; improve women’s 
economic independence; and 
increase educational opportuni¬ 
ties for girls and young women. 

“It is no longer possible to 
work for improving women’s 
status without seeking ways to 
diminish their vulnerability to 
AIDS and its impact,” said 
Hiroshi Nakajima, director gen¬ 
eral of WHO. 

“The real challenge is 
empowering women to avoid 
exposure to infection, and sup¬ 
porting them to cope with 
AIDS. In all cases, it means that 
men must take on their fair 
share of the responsibility for 
AIDS care and for preventing 
transmission,” Nakajima said.T

Year of the Pig

erhaps it’s just an 
unfortunate coinci¬ 
dence that a 
Republican upsurge 
has hit in what the Chinese call 
the Year of the Pig, but it cer¬ 
tainly does seem as if the politi¬ 
cal scene increasingly reflects a 
pigheaded meanness. Consider 
Texas Representative Dick Nazi 
- oops, I meant Dick Armey, 
that was an entirely unintention¬ 
al typo on my part - calling 
openly gay Representative 
Barney Frank “Barney Fag.” Or 
Newt Gingrich’s calling Hillary 
Clinton a bitch. 

Nobody particularly denies 
the charge against either victim, 
but until their sweep of the 
Congress, even Republicans 
avoided using such words in 
public. It’s true that Newt’s 
mom did have the decency to 
only whisper the “B” word and 
that Armey unconvincingly 
attributed his slur to a slip of the 
tongue, but for all that waffling, 
the message is clear enough: no 
more Mr. Nice Guy; the gloves 
are coming off; from now on we 
play hardball. 

Barney “Fag” Frank at least 
shows signs of rising to the chal¬ 
lenge. It’s well known in 
Washington that the 
Republicans, during their cau¬ 
cuses, routinely refer to Frank as 
“Barney Fag,” and he’s learned 
to live with and stand up to their 
enmity. Hillary’s response, 
inviting Newt’s mom to visit the 
White House (where she no 
doubt left a trail of cigarette 
stubs and pint booze bottles 
scattered across historic heir¬ 
looms), is harder to understand. 
Acting like a repentant bitch 
seems only likely to substantiate 
the original charge. 

Personally, I have no objec¬ 
tion to this rise of hostile 
rhetoric. I prefer an honest bigot 
to a mealy-mouthed closet 
Klansman any day. Why not 
broaden the debate on both 
sides, and start calling the reac¬ 
tionaries nasty names, too? 

You should hear some of the 
things my partner says about 
Jesse Helms; I’ll bet he’d repeat 
them for Connie Chung, if she’s 
interested, and he won’t whisper 
them either. As long as we’re 
throwing epithets instead of 
rocks, I think our side can hold 
its own. It’s when they start 
throwing rocks, legislatively 
speaking, that I get scared. 

Undoubted sincerity 

Jesse Helms is riding high, a 
sure sign that this is indeed the 
Year of the Pig. He’s introduced 
legislation that will ban federal 
money for any endeavor that 
“would compel, instruct, 
encourage, urge or persuade 
employees or officials to 
embrace, accept, condone or 
celebrate homosexuality as a 
legitimate or normal lifestyle.” 
It’s designed to ban things like 
caucuses of gay and lesbian fed¬ 
eral employees meeting on com¬ 
pany time or premises. 

It’s classic Republican legis¬ 
lation: it solves no problems, but 
it pushes “hot button” issues 
that bring the conservatives to 
the polls. Helms really doesn’t 
expect it to pass - similar bills 
of his have usually been quietly 
killed in conference committees 
- but after it’s failed he can go 
around denouncing anyone who 
voted against it as being in favor 
of “affirmative action” for 
homosexuals. This is the politi¬ 


cal kiss of death: ask Bill 
Clinton what he learned from 
the fracas over gays in the mili¬ 
tary. 

It’s essentially the same tac¬ 
tic used by California Governor 
Pete Wilson with his xenopho¬ 
bic Prop. 187. He knew that pas¬ 
sage of the bill wouldn’t help 
the situation and that it would be 
tied up in court even if it did 
pass. But the mere prominence 
of the issue, combined with the 
Democrats’ spineless response 
to it, was enough to get him re¬ 
elected and to position him well 
for the upcoming presidential 
race. The only real difference 
between the two bills is that 
Helms uses gays as scapegoats 
whereas Wilson uses immi¬ 
grants.

Of course, no one doubts the 
sincerity of either man; we all 
believe that Helms hates queers 
and Wilson hates Latinos. But 
they both might be less blatant 
about it if the political payoffs 
weren’t so big. In the meantime, 
the gay community is more iso¬ 
lated than ever. 

This vulnerability hasn’t 
been overlooked by our foes. 
Minnesota’s Supreme Court just 
overturned Minneapolis’s 
domestic partners benefits law, 
and the incoming Republican 
governor of New York did the 
same in that state. Cuomo, the 
outgoing Democrat in New 
York, had granted the benefits 
just before he failed to get re¬ 
elected. 

Of course, a truer ally might 
have passed such legislation 
early in his term to give it a real 
chance to become established. 
But Cuomo was just interested 
in a quick, desperate, last- 
minute, throwaway gesture. It’s 
no surprise that his replacement 
threw it away as soon as he took 
office. 

To confirm which way the 
wind is blowing, even on the lib¬ 
eral East Coast, the new attor¬ 
ney general of New York 
announced that the state would 
no longer prosecute cases of dis¬ 
crimination against homosexu¬ 
als. In the Congress, in state leg¬ 
islatures - everywhere except 
San Francisco, it seems - it’s 
open season on queers. 

Darkened atmosphere 

The dramatic political turn¬ 
about darkened the atmosphere 
at the Seventh National AIDS 
Update Conference held at the 
Moscone Center last week. At 
last year’s conference the dis¬ 
cussions were dominated by the 
stalled advance of healthcare 
reform. Most people assumed 
that some changes for the better 
were likely, despite the muddled 
leadership and lack of consen¬ 
sus among the would-be reform¬ 
ers. This year attendees gloomi¬ 
ly contemplated the likely dis¬ 
mantling of Medicaid, 
Medicare, Social Security, the 
Ryan White Act, and anything 
else the Republicans can get 
their paws on. 

It was a chilling sign of the 
times that no absolutely no fed¬ 
eral representatives were pre¬ 
sent at this year’s conference. 
Clinton sent a nice letter of wel¬ 
come, but couldn’t even be 
bothered with a taped message. 
Even Patsy Fleming, the new 
“AIDS czar,” failed to make an 




appearance. We were told that 
this was because she’s too busy 
working on the budget, fighting 
to defend AIDS research and 
treatment dollars, to attend. 

The underlying message, 
which came through clear 
enough, was that the administra¬ 
tion has its hands full already 
and they have no time to spare 
to listen to our whining. We’ll 
just have to take whatever they 
can get us, if anything. 

The only member of the 


Clinton administration at the 
conference was Bob Hattoy, an 
advisor on environmental 
affairs, who was there, he made 
it clear, as a private citizen rather 
than as an official government 
representative. This was just as 
well, since the neutral non-state¬ 
ments offered by official reps are 
rarely worth listening to. 

At least the potty-mouthed 
epithets which the Republicans 
are slinging about so freely 
these days make for interesting 


listening. If the congressional 
debates carried on C-Span 
sounded more like the typical 
defamations spouted by the ris¬ 
ing tide of reactionary radio 
shock-jocks, maybe their ratings 
would pick up. Just imagine 
Representatives Armey and 
Frank going at each other with 
no holds barred, no words taboo 
and no phrases off limits! 
Maybe the “Year of the Pig” 
will have some entertaining 
aspects after all. ▼

‘Jane Roe’ Is One of Us

At the start of 1970, a 21- 
year-old pregnant lesbian unem¬ 
ployed waitress began a journey 
in Dallas, Texas that would 
overturn a legacy of dangerous 
and illegal abortions in the 
United States. 

“Jane Roe,” as she became 
known on legal documents, met 
with lawyers Linda Coffee and 
Sarah Weddington for the first 
time this week 25 years ago, to 
file suit against the state of 
Texas in the now-famous case of 
Roe v. Wade. The real Jane Roe, 
Norma McCorvey, was already 
two-and-a-half months pregnant 
by then and had exhausted all 
other options. 

She admitted in her 1994 
autobiography, I Am Roe , that 
she felt underdressed and under- 
educated beside the articulate 
women wearing business suits 
and lots of hairspray: she had 
arrived wearing a bandanna 
above her left knee - to show 
she didn’t have a girlfriend - 
blue jeans and sandals. Most of 
all, she wore the scars of a life¬ 
time of abuse at the hands of a 
verbally combative mother, a 
distant relative who raped her, 
and a nun who molested her, 
plus reform school and an ongo¬ 
ing addiction to the alcohol and 
drugs that numbed the pain. “I 
thought I would die at a very 
young age so I thought I might 
as well go out happy,” 
McCorvey told the Bay Area 
Reporter in a recent interview 
from her Dallas home. 


When McCorvey spoke of 
her lesbianism to Coffee and 
Weddington, their initial reac¬ 
tions were shock and disbelief - 
how exactly does a lesbian get 
pregnant, after all? - and she 
panicked. “I could sense them 
thinking about brushing me off 
and finding another pregnant 
woman,” she wrote. “They were 
slipping away from me. And 
with them, my only chance for 
an abortion.” 

And then what she calls “that 
terrible lie” spilled out of her 
mouth: “I was raped,” she told 
them. It would haunt McCorvey 
until she revealed the truth to a 
reporter in 1987. That interview 
was followed by bolder and 
more public moves: In October 
1989, six months after publicly 
revealing Roe’s real identity, 
she identified Roe’s real sexual¬ 
ity to a Santa Rosa Press- 
Democrat reporter at the age of 
41. 

“I felt like I was floating,” 
she would recall later, as she 
told the reporter about her orien¬ 
tation that went back to her 
teenage years. 

Shortly after the 16th 
anniversary of the Roe decision, 
when the annual spotlight 
returned to McCorvey for the 
first since coming out, her sexu¬ 
al orientation drew very little 
attention. 

In fact, except for a radio 
documentary, media reports 
have largely closeted 
McCorvey’s life as a lesbian. 
They’re not doing her any 
favors, she told the B.A.R., 


because she’s just as proud of 
being a lesbian as she is for 
fighting for abortion rights. 

She said the decision to come 
out was controversial, even 
among those who had strongly 
supported her right of choice to 
have an abortion. “Some were 
saying, ‘Yeah, Norma, go for it, 
go for it, go for it.’ And the oth¬ 
ers were saying, ‘No, it’s going 
to confuse the issue.’” 

It ultimately came down to 
personal choice, she said. 

She discovered in the weeks 
and months following her inter¬ 
view with the Press-Democrat 
that her sexuality wasn’t much 
of an issue. 

In fact, coming out is some¬ 
thing she now recommends gays 
and lesbians do at least four or 
five times a day. 

Settling down for good 

After the Roe court victory 
(which came so late McCorvey 
carried the pregnancy to term) 
she attempted suicide, and then 
drifted from job to job. Finally, 
in the depths of despair, 
McCorvey met Connie 
Gonzales, whom she has now 
been with off and on - mostly 
on - for 20 years. The pair start¬ 
ed a cleaning business and a 
semblance of a family that she 
had never known. 

Today McCorvey works as a 
receptionist at a Dallas women’s 
medical care clinic where abor¬ 
tions are performed, and as a 
marketing director for another. 
After publishing I Am Roe, she 
has displayed a talent for 


defending herself. To one name¬ 
calling listener on a phone-in 
show, for example, she recently 
said, “Maybe it takes a queer to 
take a look at the other side of 
the coin and see what straight 
women need.” 

What’s next for this woman 
who brought new meaning to 
the word “choice?” McCorvey 
has been back in Texas for the 
past three years, she told the 
B.A.R., and is settling down for 


good with Connie after separat¬ 
ing while she lived in 
California. There’s just one 
problem: she’s already been to 
more than enough poetry read¬ 
ings, a favorite lesbian pastime 
down there. The woman who 
once got arrested in San 
Francisco for hanging signs 
reading “Roe” over all the signs 
reading “Webster” has a new 
ambition - she wants to become 
a Lesbian Avenger. T

Albert Einstein was actually not correct when in 1938 
he opined that in our many attempts to understand reali¬ 
ty we are rather like a person who tries to comprehend 
the mechanism of a “closed watch." “He sees the face and 
the moving hands, even hears its ticking, but he has no 
way of opening the case." (Albert Einstein and Leopold 
Infeld, The Evolution of Physics. New York, Simon and 
Schuster, 1938, pi 31.) MADONNA, on the other hand, 
achieves a deeper level of truth when she encourages us 
to dry our eyes and try (that’s very important; we must 
try, try, try and keep on trying) to achieve the realiza¬ 
tion, the understanding, the revelation that love is able to 
open ALL DOORS. (Madonna, “SHOOBEE-DOO," 
from the Uke a Virgin album, 1984.) This Valentine I’m 
sending you will explain and show you why Einstein is 
(was) wrong and Madonna IS correct You will see and 
understand for yourself that life and the universe is not 
really like a mechanism or a closed watch, but something 
deeper, richer, and lovelier.

I 
gave name to thb situation and labeled this ‘extra’ 
360°spin of the electron “The Dimension of Love." God 
certainly created it, but I, Robert James Carron, noticed 
it and gave it a name and in that sense discovered it or 
invented it and hereby advertise it. If you still don’t get 
it, that’s OK.

Well, the root problem starts 
at the inception because the accepted view defines a 
point in a negative sense as being without dimensioa 
Then, a line is said to have the one dimension of length, 
a surface has the two dimensions of length and breadth, 
and a solid has the three dimensions of length, breadth 
and thickness. The fundamental description or proposi¬ 
tion relating to or concerning space (as we are accus¬ 
tomed to experience it) is said to be that space is a con¬ 
tinuum, or a continuous, unbroken distribution of points 
having three dimensions. Thb idea b elucidated or 
proven by referring to a curve or line upon which are 
marked certain points, where it b said the curve b sepa¬ 
rated into parts bounded by the points in such a way 
that we cannot pass along the curve from one part to 
another without meeting and passing over one of these 
marked points. Since the curve may be divided into parts 
by elements having no dimension, the curve itself is said 
to be a figure having one dimension. Whoa! There are 
some serious problems here. If a point is first defined as 
having no dimension and b without dimension, then (to 
paraphrase Gertrude Stein) there is no there, there - it’s 
nothing - zip - nada - that is, if you accept that it has no 
dimension. So if there’s really no such thing as a point, 
how do you achieve a line. Certainly a line couldn’t be a 
distance between two points, because the points aren’t 
there (remember, they have no dimension). A line cer¬ 
tainly couldn’t be a series of points, since those points 
have no dimensioa Space itself certainly can’t be a con¬ 
tinuous, unbroken dbtribution of points if points lack 
dimension. In my book at least, nothing plus nothing 
equab nothing. Even if one dimension could exbt, a line 
representing distance or length cannot properly be drawn 
on a surface because the representation immediately 
starts giving that line other dimensions, like the breadth 
necessary for our eye to see the line, not to mention the 
surface it’s drawn upoa Trying to prove space by draw¬ 
ing a curve (or line) and separating this curve into parts 
bounded by points - well, none of thb makes much 
sense if points lack any dimensioa If points lack dimen¬ 
sion, certainly they’re not going to be of much use in sep¬ 
arating anything, much less separating a curve into parts. 
And anyway, if there’s no there to a point, then how do 
we get lines and curves. These dimensions may have 
their practical uses, but I believe they distract us from 
the deeper and richer and ultimately more meaningful 
Dimension of Love.

The person behind all this 
endearing degeneracy, Diet 
Popstitute, will be honored on 
February 11 with “Tributesti- 
tute,” an “all star, greatest hits, 
gala benefit tribute.” The pro¬ 
ceeds from “Tributestitute” will 
help allay medical bills the 37- 
year-old performer has incurred 
during his two-year battle with 
AIDS. He’s grateful for the trib¬ 
ute, which will feature local big 
wigs Miss X, Elvis Herselvis, 
Pussy Tourette and others. 
Despite all the glamour and 
hoopla, Popstitute admits to 
being a little uncomfortable 
with the whole thing. 

“It’s kind of embarrassing,” 
says Diet, who has pale aqua 
hair (subject to change) on the 
afternoon of our interview. “But 
I keep reminding myself that it’s 
not a big glorification of ME. 
It’s just a bunch of friends get¬ 
ting together to help me pay 
some bills.” Even if 
“Tributestitute” is a great big 
ego stroke, so what? Diet’s con¬ 
tributions to “alternative” gay 
night life have been immense. In 
addition to the Popstitutes, he’s 
also engineered the queer 
cabaret Klubstitute and the the¬ 
atrical production company 
Playstitute. All things consid¬ 
ered, his efforts merit this lav¬ 
ish, fawning, star-studded 
salute. 

Love child of ’80s icons 

You could say Diet’s contri¬ 
butions to queer night life go 
back at least a decade to when 
he would do impromptu recita¬ 
tions of his poetry to the 
bemused patrons of the Stud. 
When Diet, then known as 
Michael Joseph Collins, decided 
to set his lascivious scribblings 
to music in the mid-’80s, he 
hooked up with friends Alvin 
Orloff and Brad Kellogg to form 
a group they christened the 
Popstitutes, a streamlining of 
Pop Prostitutes. The former 
Michael Joseph took Diet as his 
new first name. (He chose the 
name because he says he is the 
love child of Princess Di and 
ET). 

In the beginning, Brad 
banged on piano and Diet shout- 
sang the songs while backing 
tapes blared in the background. 
Later, more and more club crea¬ 
tures joined the Popstitute line¬ 
up, most of them in the capacity 
of go-go dancers. At their most 
epic scale, Popstitute shows 
consisted of up to 30 people on 
stage either making music, frug- 
ging or committing lewd acts. 

“The shows went on forever 


coaxed him to do for this inter¬ 
view.

“I always got involved with a 
project, tried to have fun with it 
and then started focusing on the 
next thing.

“When I first made the 
agreement with the owner of 
Chaos (the first of Klubstitute’s 
many homes) to take over the 
club one night a week, I made 
sure I could do whatever I want¬ 
ed,” notes Diet.

because we’d usually do com¬ 
plete costume and set changes 
after every number,” Diet says.

Despite the aroma of nail 
polish remover and hair spray 
that hung heavy over Popstitutes 
shows, punk was as much of an 
influence on the group as drag. 
Diet took his hairstyle (choppy 
and Day-glo) and his sensibility 
(D.I.Y.) from punk.

Life's a Banquet in 'Strawberry and Chocolate' 

‘Auntie Marne’—Havana Style

f homas Gutierrez Alea’s 
Strawberry and 

Chocolate , Cuba’s hope 
for an Oscar this year, 
starts out with handsome David 
(Vladimir Cruz), a young 
Communist, trying to lose his 
virginity in a crummy hotel 
room. His girlfriend protests 
that he’s only invited her out for 
sex. Moved by her reproval, he 
vows not to touch her until after 
they’ve married. A shocked, dis¬ 
appointed expression crosses 
her face. 

Next is a wedding scene, and 
both chaste lovers are there - 
only Diego isn’t the groom. The 
lucky man is older, richer and as 
moneyed as you can get in 
Cuba. His house is almost pala¬ 
tial by that country’s standards. 

Dejected, David tries to 
soothe his wounds with choco¬ 
late ice cream at an outdoor 
cafe. Along comes super gay 
Diego (Jorge Perrugoria), a tall, 
attractive artiste with a cup of 
strawberry ice cream. 
Overemphasizing a flamboyant 
speech pattern, he sits down at 
David’s table and makes eyes at 
the younger man. 

Realizing what sort of man 
this is, David begins searching 
for another table, but to his dis¬ 
may, they’re all occupied. 
Bristling, he accepts this 
unwanted companionship for 
what he thinks is a few minutes. 
Those few minutes, however, 
never end, and the two turn into 
unlikely comrades. 

Everything about these two is 
different, right down to their liv¬ 
ing quarters. David lives in a 
barren dormitory where there’s 
little room for personal freedom 
of any kind. When he’s lured 
into Diego’s tenement pad, he 
finds himself entering an Alice 
in Wonderland dream world full 
of banned books, Maria Callas 
records, kitschy statues of 
saints, imported tea, a refrigera¬ 
tor with its own name and the 
possibility of creating art for 
one’s own pleasure. There’s 
even a painting of a giant 
abstract penis on the wall. 

David is both fascinated and 
repulsed. Assaulted from all 
sides, many questions go

through David’s avowedly 
Marxist mind: How can all this 
madness exist in Fidel’s Cuba? 
And does any of this kitsch aid 
the fight of the People? 

While Diego is trying to 
seduce him with rare books and 
alcoholic beverages, David, who 
initially perceives Diego as the 
enemy, slowly begins to see him 
as a sort of mentor, a kind of queer 
Auntie Marne. Suddenly, the gov¬ 
ernment becomes the enemy. 

Giddy free-for-all 

Viewing Strawberry and 
Chocolate from our democratic 
(sort of) vantage point, we see 
Cuba as a hellhole of repression, 
waste, corruption, homophobia 
and hypocrisy. 

What’s amazing is that direc¬ 
tor Alea has managed to make a 
charming. comedy out of this 
material. With the addition of 
the character Nancy (Mirta 
Ibarra), Diego’s sex-starved, 
suicidal neighbor, the film is 
almost madcap. (Boxes of can¬ 
dles are lit for the saints so that 
at least one of the two will get to 
bed David.) When Miguel 
(Francisco Gatomo), a hulking 
Communist (his anti-gay stance 
is almost too severe for this 
film), comes into the picture, 
our heroes are soon running 
upstairs and down, feuding, 
making up, having orgasms, get¬ 
ting exiled, and smashing reli¬ 


gious icons in a giddy free-for- 
all in which fortunes are told 
and everyone seems almost as 
happy as they can be by film’s 
end - at least given their situa¬ 
tion. 

In reality, things may not be 
this pleasant in the real Cuba. 
When I spoke with Alea recent¬ 
ly, he denied that people with 
AIDS in his country were in 
detention camps. He had no 
knowledge either that mothers 
there were selling their children 
as prostitutes. And though I had 
news stories with me from The 
New York Times detailing these 
atrocities, he didn’t ask to see 
them. Is he in denial? Is he fear¬ 
ful for his family’s safety (they 
live in Cuba) if he speaks out 
about his government while 
selling his film in America? 

Whatever it is that Tomas 
Gutierrez Alea means by his 
film, Strawberry and Chocolate 
is a wonderfully subversive 
work. We can be grateful that 
here is a director who, in 
stretching to the max what per¬ 
sonal liberties he could find, has 
allowed us to listen, learn and 
laugh. ▼

Over a dozen films at Sundance ’95 featured 
queer subject matter and gay characters in story¬ 
lines. Fags weren’t just on the screen, they were on 
the streets as well. “Damn, this festival’s full of 
homos!” exclaimed one bug-eyed local who quick¬ 
ly leaped into his truck after spotting several drag 
queens sashaying down Main Street. Indeed it was, 
honey. 

Here’s the skinny on some of the more contro¬ 
versial and long-awaited documentary- and fea¬ 
ture-length movies shown at the 10-day festival. 
Most will be picked up by distributors in the com¬ 
ing months, so tape this list to your fridge and wait 
patiently because the silver screen just went anoth¬ 
er shade of lavender. Thanks, Bob. 

Wigstock: The Movie 

This documentary took longer to make than 
Apocalypse Now, but the wait was worth it! Shot 
over a two-year period at the traditional Wigstock 
festival in Lower Manhattan, the film highlights 
some of the best moments (and best behind-the- 
scenes ones, too) of this annual event honoring 
bee-hive/bouffant hairdos and the women who 
wear them. 

Emceed by the outrageous “Lady” Bunny, 
everyone gets into the act, including such high-pro¬ 
file celebrities as RuPaul, Dee-Lite, Lypsinka and 
Debbie Harry. Some of the funniest bits come from 
LA dragsters (and stars of Grief) Alexis Arquette 
and Jackie Beat as they cut attitude with old ladies 
and horrified construction workers (look for the 
erect penis). Enough press on the “courageous” 
Terence Stamp, these girls are the real McCoy! 

The Doom Generation 

Several hours before the movie screened, bad- 
boy filmmaker Gregg Araki told me, “Once 
Sundance sees The Doom Generation, they’ll 
never let me in Park City again.” He wasn’t kid¬ 
ding. This bombastic romp takes the audience 
through a suburban hell of cheese nachos, behead¬ 
ed convenience-store clerks, a Heidi Fleiss cameo, 
cum eating and more blood than a Clive Barker 
flick. It’s alienated youth meets Natural Bom 
Killers. Several faint hearts scurried to the exits, 
and when the film came to a screeching halt, the 
rest of us sat in stunned silence. Remarked Araki’s 
lead actress Rose McGowan, “Gregg is Satan, 
what can I say?” 

Unzipped 

Winner of this year’s Audience Award for doc¬ 
umentaries, Unzipped pulls down the pants of the 
fashion industry to reveal an anxious and panicked 
world-class designer, Isaac Mizrahi as he smokes, 
gossips, occasionally works and incessantly 
whines to mommy. Funny, tense and chock-full of 
cameos (Cindy Crawford discusses her huge facial 
pores), it’s Truth or Dare, only this material girl 
has a five o’clock shadow. Even Sandra Bernhard 
shows up, reprising her role as pal to the frustrated 
and overworked artist. If you were disappointed 
with Robert Altman’s take on the fashion world, 


Unzipped will serve as proper corrective to his 
scantily clad Ready To Wear. 

Parallel Sons 

What do ya’ know, another fully realized gay 
character that doesn’t fawn over Judy Garland. In 
lieu of Judy, our small town tough (but lovable) 
Seth opts for rap, reggae, and anything with an 
African tip - including men. Enter a black man 
named Knowledge, a wounded, escaped prisoner 
whom Seth nurses back to health and eventually 
wins over despite Knowledge’s distrust for his 
faux homeboy attitude. Director John G. Young 
hopes this tragic romance will transcend the gay 
community. “I’ve been told things like there’s not 
enough dick in the [film], but I’m tired of that 
excuse.” Premiere magazine had the balls, howev¬ 
er, to call Young one of the hottest new talents this 
year. 

Black Is ... Black Ain’t 

Marlon Riggs’ last film asks. What does it mean 
to be black in America? Touching on issues of 
homosexuality, AIDS, skin color and geography, 
the film raises more questions than it does answers 
but never fails to be anything less than compelling. 
Narrating from his death bed (he died of AIDS in 
1994), Riggs’ camera crew traverses the country in 
search of answers to his queries from African- 
Americans of varied backgrounds. Interviewees 
include Angela Davis, Essex Hemphill and Cornel 
West. 

Riggs died before the film was finished, leaving 
the task of its completion to his stalwart produc¬ 
tion team. “We didn’t have time to grieve,” said co¬ 
producer Nicole Atkinson after the screening. 
“Had we stopped, we never would have finished 
the film.” (On Friday, Feb. 10 at 8 p.m. the 
Berkeley Public Library will present a program of 
Riggs’ films and videos accompanied by music, 
poetry and commentary. For information, call 644- 
6100). 

Finally, hats off to Tom di Maria, whose film 
Tom’s Flesh won this year’s prize for Outstanding 
Short Film. 

Keep an out for these equally noteworthy films ... 

• The Priest - Antonia Bird’s evocative, often 
humorous peek at homosexuality in the Catholic 
Church. Received big buzz around the festival. 

• Safe - More angst from Todd Haynes, who 
won the 1991 Sundance Grand Jury Prize for his 
feature film Poison. Haynes is at it again, examin¬ 
ing our attempts to survive the agony and the 
ecstasy of modem life. 

• Strawberry and Chocolate - This politi¬ 
cally-tinged, heart-warming comedy dips into the 
unspeakable queer world of Havana, Cuba. Love 
between two men. Problem? One’s straight. For a 
full review, look elsewhere in these pages. (Film 
opens locally Feb. 10.) 

• The Incredibly True Adventure of Two 
Girls in Love - This year’s Go Fish. Girl meets 
girl and it’s all down hill from there. ▼

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Holly Hughes' 'Clit Notes' 

She’s No Joanie One-Note

C lit Notes is a one-white-woman, 
one-red-dress, one-green-chair, 
one-glass-of-water monologue 
in four movements by the once- 
banned, never shy Holly Hughes. With 
astonishing economy of means, the 
writer/ performer gives us a tour of the 
psychic swamps of home, the wasteland 
of pop homophobia and the high reaches 
of dyke passion. Five years after the NEA 
made her a household word, the wild ’n’ 
crazy performance artist is looking more 
like a National Living Treasure. 

There’s nary a dull moment in this 
hour-and-a-half of side-splittingly tragic 
autobiography. No Joanie One-Note, 
Hughes rivets our attention with an inno¬ 
vative deployment of impressive theatri¬ 
cal gifts. Her language is both startlingly 
precise and poetically elliptical. Moving 
like a mime or an expressionistic dancer, 
she hurls herself into the business of 
evoking metaphors for lesbian angst. Her 
facial features get a silly putty work-out 
while she uses an achingly authentic 
voice-next-door to hit all the right notes. 

Beyond these well-developed tools of 
her trade, Hughes possesses an extraordi¬ 
nary imagination - or rather, an extraor¬ 
dinary ability to render the contents of her 
perverse personal universe in concrete 
performance terms. Reminiscent of 
Geraldine Page, Carson McCullers, 
Imogene Coca, Susie Bright, and her 
unique artistry makes the invisible tangi¬ 
ble and the unspoken sing. She gives the 
audience all we can handle, and there 
seems to be plenty more where that came 
from. 


Hughes starts the evening off bemoan¬ 
ing the lack of a North American Woman- 
Girl Love Association. As a 13-year-old 
in “the navy bean capital of the world,” 
Saginaw, Michigan, she was distressed by 
an irresistible attraction to her social 
studies teacher. Hughes’ evocation of her 


adolescent self is even-handedly tragi¬ 
comic. There’s something very Member 
of the Wedding to Hughes herself, and 
these memories in particular. 

Daddy Dearest 

Following a brief blackout, a lower- 


keyed second segment evokes her father: 
“Silence had always been his first lan¬ 
guage.” Their impossible relationship is 
revived when his kidney cancer calls her 
back home. While getting off such surre¬ 
al bits of wisdom as, “There’s no future in 
escape because the world is round,” she 
attacks the notion of shame, which she 
calls a synonym for family. 

The next movement features three 
variations on the theme: “Performance 
art: What causes it. Where it comes from. 
And what can be done about it.” Hughes 
evokes her days as a lesbian separatist 
waitress - “not easy things to combine ... 
when you’re working for tips.” She goes 
on to relate the fabulous tale of how her 
mother taught her to French kiss, while 
her father and “my sister/his girlfriend” 
sat and watched. This mysterious, volatile 
material remains the dark heart of the 
show. 

Finally, Hughes brings us back to the 
present with an homage to her girlfriend. 
Braying that this butch woman’s “tits are 
relentless,” Hughes sings praises to “the 
way they keep pushing through that white 
cotton t-shirt like a pair of groundhogs up 
through the February snow.” Politicizing 
the personal, she says, “There’s a war 
going on” before relating a soul-crunch¬ 
ing homophobic incident. Reminding us 
that “Invisibility does not insure safety,” 
she leaves the moral of her stories up to 
us: “Well, you tell me.” ▼

As a showcase for choreo¬ 
graphic excellence and dance 
artistry, however, much of this 
year’s festival was a disappoint¬ 
ment. The 1995 BCM concerts 
(four separate programs in all), 
in fact, exposed problems in the 
Bay Area dance scene that are 
becoming chronic. 

Johnson shines 

But first the good news. San 
Francisco choreographer Robert 
Henry Johnson did himself 
proud again this year with his 
new work, Basic Anagapi: First 
Movement of The Learning 
Ground. Set to an urgent Jimi 
Hendrix-like electric guitar 
piece by Prince, Basic Anagapi 
is an elegant illustration of 
Johnson’s ability to exploit the 
tension between and among 
bodies. 

When his dancers approach 
one another, you hold your 
breath and wonder just how 
close they’re going to get; when 
they move apart, invisible 
strands connect them like elec¬ 
tron trails. The group energy 
when all seven dancers are on 
stage is almost Tharpian, and 
the internal duets are sensuous 
and evocative. 

Johnson choreographs down 
to the smallest gesture of the fin¬ 
gers or angle of the foot, and the 
result of such care is that his 
dancers’ bodies - and Johnson’s 
in particular - are always fully 
engaged in the action of going 
where they’re going. It’s a 
movement quality that’s tricky 
to describe, but everyone who 


watches dance has seen it. Or 
perhaps it’s a property most 
obvious in its absence - when 
one observes, in the work of 
others, bodies that never quite 
arrive at the place toward which 
they’ve been pointed. 

Johnson’s other offerings 
included his Road to the Yellow 
Carnival (1993) and Hothouse 
Flowers (1994), a nimble, witty, 
and ravishing duet for Johnson 
and a female dancer (Cria 
Merchant was especially full of 
light in the role on Feb. 4). 

Another highlight of this 
year’s BCM festival was Dance 
in a Bed, a solo piece created 
(and performed) by Joanna 
Haigood on and around a large, 
brass bed suspended some 15 
feet above the stage. Ironically - 
and happily - Haigood turns out 
to be more dynamic on an eight- 
by-six-foot aerial platform than 
many dancers are with an entire 
stage to call their own. 

Wonderful visual surprises 
pop up in Dance in a Bed, too: 
Haigood discovers a secret 
doorway in the mattress that lets 
her crawl beneath the bed, 
where she hangs from the 
underside of the frame by her 
knees or by one hand. Parts of 
the railing detach and become 
trapezes for Haigood’s dreamy, 
oddly disturbing movement. 
(Perhaps it was only because of 
the bright yellow pajamas she 
wore, but I kept thinking of 
Charlotte Perkins Gilman’s The 
Yellow Wallpaper; Dance in a 
Bed had that sort of edge to it.) 

Less words, 
more movement 

More than a few of the festi¬ 
val’s other offerings, however. 


were amateurish or simply 
untenable. Reginald Ray- 
Savage’s Excerpts From the 
Cool World (a premiere) and 
Black Saint and the Sinner Lady, 
for example, were turgid, over- 
long, and uninspired. Savage’s 
best choreography shows up in 
his solos for women, with which 
these two pieces were peppered; 
otherwise, he has a hard time 
moving groups of dancers 
around the stage without creat¬ 
ing clots and muddles. 

By far the most grueling 
aspects of BCM 1995, however, 
were the pieces in which chore¬ 
ographers incorporated spoken 
text into their work. Textual 
scores are not, to be sure, inher¬ 
ently objectionable. Indeed, the 
combination of movement and 
spoken word is a legitimate 
trend in the performing arts, and 


we’re going to be seeing more 
of it. 

Nonetheless, one is entitled 
to object at a concert of choreo¬ 
graphers when a) the text com¬ 
pletely overwhelms or even 
replaces the movement, and b) 
when the text is just plain shod¬ 
dy. 

Andrea Vonny Lee’s Warrior 
Heart was perhaps the worst 
offender. The erratic stomping 
and marching she set on her 
three dancers is tedious in the 
extreme, and Lee’s “liberation” 
monologue, besides being inter¬ 
minable, seemed almost a paro¬ 
dy of Black Nationalist rhetoric. 

Robert Moses’ Untitled Solo 
for a Black Woman was similar¬ 
ly troubled, with Lee enclosed 
in a circle of sheer curtains and 
delivering a deadly earnest 
monologue about her pain, your 


pain, everybody’s pain. 

The shotgun marriage several 
BCM choreographers tried to 
make between theatre and dance 
was most evident, however, in 
Moses’ Blue Guerrilla. To the 
accompaniment of a relentlessly 
bitter voice-over (“You should 
have cut the motherfucker up. 
Made ’im bleed. You shoulda 
made it personal.”), Moses situ¬ 
ates himself on a darkened, 
shadowy stage and scarcely 
moves. This goes on for some 
time. Then, quite suddenly, 
Moses orders the stage crew to 
cut the sound, the lights come 
up and, sweating and apparently 
angry, he charges into the audi¬ 
ence. 

“How am I supposed to get 
past all this bullshit?” Moses 
demands. No one speaks. “It’s 
not a rhetorical question,” he 
bellows. “I don’t know what I’m 
doing here!” 

Several uncomfortable 
moments pass before a few 
game audience members try to 
play along, tossing out the usual 
platitudes: “Trust yourself’; 
“Follow your heart.” Moses 
barely acknowledges them as he 
stomps disgustedly across the 
stage and then out through the 
wings. 

What remains is a clear sense 
of Moses’ rage and frustration, 
and an even clearer sense of not 
having been able to respond to 
him in any meaningful way. If 
Moses doesn’t know what he’s 
doing there, we sure don’t. 
What’s worse, his artistic 
exploitation of anger leaves 
everyone feeling speechless, 
impotent, and just a little closer 
to despair. He - and BCM - 
have more to offer than that. ▼

Cisneros, looking a little out of 
shape but uncommonly relaxed 
and playful as Liberty Belle, the 
heroine of Balanchine’s Sousa 
ballet. Stars and Stripes. 

Galas were developed to suit 
the royal attention span, which 
isn’t much longer than the MTV 
generation’s. The program was 
hit tunes, of course, but this gala 
covered an unusually wide 
range of tastes. There were the 
old-fashioned star turns, charac¬ 
terized by the brio of a dancer 
who seems to be saying, “I am 
magnificent; you may adore 
me.” 

Unsurpassed in this vein was 
the young Chinese dancer, Yuan 
Yuan Tan, who’s been a guest 
artist with the company for a 
brief season. Skinny-skinny, 
with splits that go past 180 
degrees, she was simply 
astounding as the gypsy girl in 
La Esmeralda, holding her tam¬ 
bourine above her head and 
kicking it in her releves. Even 
though she lost control at the 
end of a series of Italian fou- 
ettes, the audience was wild 
about her - partly because of her 
demeanor, and partly because 
this is exactly the sort of fabu¬ 
lous, extravagant thing that 
belongs on gala evenings. Her 
partner, Felipe Diaz, flew 
through phrases of aerial bat- 
terie - light jumps where the 
legs slice back and forth like 
scissors - and built up a won¬ 
derful, fizzy excitement. 

Katita Waldo, who danced 
better than Miss Tan (and was in 
fact simply extraordinary), 
appeared in the sort of dance 
you don’t show to the Queen of 
Denmark. Calcium Light Night 
explores emotional territory 
slightly to the left of Melrose 
Place - but what speed, control, 
drollery. It’s tempered by a 


sense of humor that keeps it 
from becoming nasty, despite 
the support that becomes a 
shove, the look that becomes an 
insult. And all at top speed, to 
fascinating music by Charles 
Ives. 

The company looks very 
good. We saw all the principal 
dancers and most of the soloists. 
Not all were presented in dances 
best suited to them. I wish I’d 
seen Yuri Zhukov in the excerpt 
from La Sylphide instead of 
Jeremy Collins, who’s powerful 
but coarse, and he tenses his 
shoulders when he jumps, 
which spoils the beautiful, low¬ 
shouldered Bournonville silhou¬ 
ette. His partner, Sabina 
Allemann, should have been 
discouraged from tossing extra 
arabesques into her little runs on 
pointe. The trio who danced 
Frederick Ashton’s Monotones 
were unable to create the hyp¬ 
notic mood that belongs to that 
dance. But the audience roared 
for Muriel Maffre (who was the 
star in Monotones) on the basis 
of her terrifying extensions, and 
I couldn’t disagree. 

But these are quibbles. San 
Francisco Ballet has a whole 
new generation of stars; Kristen 
Long, Ming-Hai Wu, the amaz¬ 
ing Elizabeth Loscavio, and in 
Tina LeBlanc and Christopher 
Stowell, two dancers who seem 
transfigured by late-blooming 
temperaments that have added 
great depth to their dancing. If 
you haven’t seen them lately, 
maybe you should check them 
out. ▼

A Legendary Knight 

Sir Georg Conquers Davies Hall

| H legendary conductor 
p and the San Francisco 
Symphony created one 
' ‘ of the most memorable 
evenings of the season last week 
at Davies Symphony Hall, prov¬ 
ing that the right chemistry can 
make a promising partnership 
flare with brilliance. 

The long and illustrious 
career of 80-year-old maestro 
Sir Georg Solti is enjoying a 
heart-warming Indian sum¬ 
mer. The most recorded and 
awarded (250 discs; 31 
Grammys) of all conductors, 
Solti shows no sign of slowing 
down. His 40-year steward¬ 
ship in Chicago created one of 
the world’s great orchestras. 
He was the first to record 
Wagner’s entire Ring cycle in 
stereo and, along with John 
Culshaw and other visionaries 
at London/Decca, pioneered 
modern engineering tech¬ 
niques. He has also champi¬ 
oned the careers of some very 
important artists, most notably 
Dame Kiri Te Kanawa. 

Retirement might look 
attractive to a man his age, but 
Sir Georg has opted instead for 
new endeavors, like the Solti 
Orchestral Project at Carnegie 
Hall, a two-week program in 
which principal players from 
major U.S. orchestras work with 
young instrumentalists, prepar¬ 
ing them for performance with 
the maestro himself. And then 
there are his recording projects 
and an impressive number of 
guest appearances with the 
world’s major orchestras. His 
energy and commitment to 
music are incredible. For his 
efforts, Solti received a knight¬ 
hood from Queen Elizabeth in 
1972. 

Solti’s scheduled concerts in 
San Francisco were to include 
Shostakovich’s massive Fifth 
Symphony and Mendelssohn’s 
delightful Symphony No. 4, 
Italian, but a change was 
requested by Solti two months 
ago in which Stravinsky’s 1911 
version of his ballet score 
Petrushka was chosen to replace 
the arduous Shostakovich. 
Some speculate that this may 
have been one of Solti’s unchar¬ 
acteristic concessions to 
advanced age. Whatever the rea¬ 
son, the resulting performance 
was a musical triumph. 

Immortal Solti 

The maestro brought his 
trademark discipline and hard- 
driven intensity to both scores, 
resulting in a wonderfully 
detailed and dramatic 
Petrushka, but an unsmiling 
Italian. Nevertheless, while 
Mendelssohn was over¬ 
whelmed, few could resist mar¬ 
veling at the precision and sheen 
Solti elicited from the orchestra. 

The program concluded with 
a marvelously controlled, yet 
ecstatically voiced, performance 
of Beethoven’s Leonore 
Overture No. 3. It was a master¬ 
ful rendering that reminded us 
how exalted Solti can be with 
the German master and what a 
perfect choice he was for the 
conducting chores on the sound¬ 
track of the current hit movie 
Immortal Beloved, which is 
based on Beethoven’s life. 

At concert’s end, the audi¬ 
ence rose in unison to a shouting 
standing ovation, a gesture 


grace and modesty. He even 
saluted the musicians, who gave 
their considerable best. When 
he patted first violinist 
Raymond Kobler on the cheek, 
that only made the audience 
more enthusiastic. Finally, the 
visibly exhausted Solti grabbed 
Kobler by the arm and left the 
stage, forcing musicians and 
happy concertgoers into the 
night with only their memories 
of the magic this legend had 
wrought. 

These are musicians who 
excel at sight reading and who, 
presumably, had no more than 
two rehearsals with their 
esteemed guest conductor. Yet, 
under his guidance last week, 
they earned their world-class 
ranking. If the orchestra shows 
this kind of respect to another 
charismatic conductor - 
Michael Tilson Thomas - then 
next season is sure to be memo¬ 
rable. T

Jack of Hearts 
by Joseph Hansen; 
Dutton, $19.95 

L ast year’s Lambda 
Award winner for Best 
Novel, Joseph Hansen’s 
Living Upstairs was the 
perfectly nuanced, atmospheric 
tale of Nathan Reed, a young, 
gay, aspiring writer living in 
’40s era Hollywood. Now 
Hansen has given us a “pre¬ 
quel,” Jack of Hearts, which 
chronicles Reed’s last year in 
small town California high 
school and eccentric home life, 
prior to striking out on his own. 
While the pace in the new novel 
is as quick, the writing as sharp, 
and the story as stocked with 
quirky characters as the first 
installment pf Nathan’s life. 
Hearts disappoints. Maybe it’s 
just that we’ve traveled this 
path, the coming-of-age and 
nascent sexuality of a budding 
young queer, so many times 
before. While Upstairs was 
filled with dissolute Tinseltown 
writers and actors and recalled 
the world of Nathaniel West, 
Hearts is somewhat more mun¬ 
dane, its flights of fancy largely 
confined to the personalities of 
the school’s theatre and journal¬ 
ism types. The first homosexu¬ 
als in young Nathan’s experi¬ 
ence are unhappily close to 
stereotypes. Either they are 


hopelessly repressed, self-deny¬ 
ing types, or they’re wealthy 
dandys, hosting orgies in their 
mansions. No wonder it takes 
Nathan a while to cop to his nat¬ 
ural bent. 

As in his first Nathan Reed 
book, Hansen enjoys infusing 
the story with some intrigue and 
skullduggery: this time, there’s 
the prospect of a Nazi spy afoot, 
on the eve of World War II. Fans 
of the author’s David 
Brandstetter series will recog¬ 
nize his page-turning, readable, 
action-packed prose style. But 
there’s not much mystery to 
Jack of Hearts. 


My Education: 

A Book of Dreams 
by William S. Burroughs; 
Viking, $21.95 

t the beginning of 
William Burroughs’s 
new work My 
Education, he writes, 
“For years I wondered why 
dreams are so often dull when 
related, and this morning I find 
the answer, which is very simple 
- like most answers, you have 
always known it: No 

context... like a stuffed animal 
set on the floor of a bank.” 

Unfortunately, Burroughs 
goes on to give us a book full of 
his dreams, plus a few prose 
riffs and thumbsucking jottings. 
Not only do they all prove tire¬ 


some to read in their repetitive¬ 
ness and solipsism, they betray 
the author’s essentially puerile 
imagination. 

Here’s a typical entry: 
“Painted piano rollers. With just 
the right twist and push, you can 
twist your opponent’s gut out. I 
learned the art from Oozie the 
Twist.” 

Here’s what passes for 
humor: “Often I simply collapse 
in ed. I mean bed, of course- 
come to think of it, never had a

Stanwyck by Axel Madsen; 
HarperCollins, $25

Barbara Stanwyck’s screen 
persona had dual appeal: 

“To males Stanwyck was 
provocative,” writes Axel Madsen, 

“to women in love with women, she 
was affirming.” Madsen’s compre¬ 
hensive biography tracks the star 
from her childhood in Brooklyn to 
her life in Hollywood, looking for 
links between the onscreen and 
real-life Stanwyck, born Ruby 
Stevens. 

Orphaned at age three and with 
two failed marriages (her first, to 
Frank Fay, was a principal model 
for A Star Is Born\ her second 
was to rumored homosexual 
Robert Taylor) and a less-than- 
stellar turn as adoptive mother, 
work was a constant consola¬ 
tion. Unlike her counterparts 
Bette Davis and Joan Crawford 
(a lifelong friend), she was a 
freelancer during the 
Hollywood studios’ heyday. 

This gave her more choice over 
her vehicles than most stars. 

Occasionally she wasn’t as 
prescient as she could have 
been - she turned down All 
About Eve, for instance - but 
was nothing if not versatile. 

She proved herself in 
weepies ( Stella Dallas), 
westerns ( The Furies), suspense films ( Double 
Indemnity, Sorry, Wrong Number) and even light 
comedy {The Lady Eve). Her fourth Frank Capra 
film. The Bitter Tea of General Yen, flouted con¬ 
vention by having her fall for a Chinese warlord. 

Later in her career, Stanwyck played the nefar¬ 
ious Jo Courtney in Walk on the Wild Side. When 
columnist Louella Parsons called to say this career 
move “shocked” her, Madsen quotes the star as 
snapping back, “What do you want them to do, get 
a real madam and a real lesbian?”

T he message was clear as 
enunciated by the Cal 
Eagles MC’s new presi¬ 
dent, Peter Haase, last 
Saturday night, Feb. 4, at the 
Eagle.
